Russia and uring ot their passports by the Russian 


English Government makes a very heartrending chapter in 
Passports. contemporary Jewish records. The spirit and 


determination which our coreligionists are display- 
ing are, indeed, worthy of all respect and commendation, and we trust 
and believe that they will be continued until this old problem has found 
an equitable solution. But we cannot overlook the fact that English 
Jews, too, have their passport difficulties. As long ago as the year 
1880, and again later on, the British Foreign Oftice was approached 
with a view to their removal: but replied that the treaty between 
Russia and the United Kingdom provided for the same limitations on 
the rights of foreign Jews, as on those of Indigenous Jews. If that be 
so, however, then we submit that the time has come to amend the 
treaty. Jt is inconsistent with the spirit of British institutions that 
some of the citizens of the United Kingdom should be discriminated 
against by a foreign Government, and that Great Britain should lend 
itself by treaty to such discrimination. Acquiescence of this kind 
makes a mock of the most treasured of all British principles—the 
equality of all British citizens in the eye of the law. 


We would point out that a new situation has arisen since the year 1SX0 
As Mr. JOSEPH COWEN emphasises ina timely letter published in another 
column,. we are now on specially friendly terms with the Russian 
Government. The mists that still hung round Anglo- Russian relations 
a generation ago have cleared away, and Sir Epwarp GREY, in his 
momentous speech on Monday last, spoke with satisfaction of the 
change of sentiment. The relations with Russia, he said, had been 
changed from those of friction and difficulty to those of friendship. 
This altered situation provides a fresh opportunity for again raising the 
passport question, if possible in co-operation, as Mr. COWEN suggests 
with our American brethren. This is a question which the Board of . 
Deputies, may well take into its early consideration. 


THE annual report of the Anglo-Jewish Association, reviewed in 
another column, is a more than usually interesting 


The Anglo- 
sewish gto document, for it marks the conclusion of forty years 
Association of the Association's existence. This organisation is 


entitled to the gratitude of the community, and, 


indeed, of all Jewry. The reason is not far to seek. Not only has it 


done excellent work for the less fortunate members of the race. But. 


the very nature of its operations—conducted among Jews in many 
countries—marks it out as one of the few links of international Jewry 
In these days we cannot afford to neglect such a connecting bond, and 
it may truly be said that if such a body as the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, typifying and enforcing the brotherhood of world-wide Israel, did 
not exist, it would be our duty to-day to create one. The support 
accorded to the Association is creditable to our sense of solidarity. But 
it is to be hoped that it will be increased, rather than diminished, in the 
future. 


The Association's forty years of existence have been, in .a_ sense, 
forty years passed in the wilderness—the wilderness of Jewish perse- 
cution. At the end of the two score years the Association notes a 
certain improvement in lesser spheres of oppression, and in such places 
as Morocco the position of Jews may become even more secure, with 
the definite control assumed by a European Power. but in the major 
areas—Russia and Roumania—there is no improvement; and the 
Association, or rather the Jewish race, still roams the desert. -So far 
as Roumania is concerned there appears to be little hope, for there the 
chances of the Jews depend upon treaties, and treaties in Kurope have 
now ceased to be worth the paper they are written on. But in the case 
of Russia we,are entitled to ask that the entente with England, upon 
which British diplomacy persists in setting its heart, should yield some 
welcome fruit for the down-trodden subjects of the TSAR. It is in this 
direction that English Jews must now look for help and perhaps not 
look in vain. If judicious representations from England should have 
the effect of softening the Russo-Jewish lot, Roumania might thereby 
be influenced. | 3 
Ar the last Ministers’ Conference a resolution was passed protest- 
ing against perversionist machinations. The 
The Ways resolution was forwarded to Christian ecclesiastics, 
of the and replies. were in due course received. _ Some of 
Perversionist. the answers expressed the ignorance of the writers 
| : that the corruption of Jews by missionaries was 
going on.

GOoLDSTON (the headmaster of the Christian Street School), should, at 
least, to a certain extent, satisfy the inquirers.

not indulge in general charges. He gives chapter and verse. He shows 
that the missionaries do not confine their efforts to providing religious 
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education for neglected Jewish children. They attempt to capture all 
children, as well, of course, as adults. The means employed is 
unblushing bribery. | And the facts are notorious. Mr. GOLDSTON 8 
statements suggest an obvious line to the Jewish community. The 
Christian authorities have asked for information. There are many. 
others besides Mr. GOLDSTON who could give it to them. Why cannot 
some energetic body, like the B’nai B'rith, for imstance, make it their 
business to collect it? What is wanted is a stream of facts.. They 
should be clear, authentic, and indisputable. If they should produce 
no effect upon Christian ecclesiastical dignitaries, the community 
would, at all events, ‘have armed itself with an effective means of 
appealing to public opinion. | We hope that some such action as we 
have suggested will be adopted without delay.

With 

much of ii, all of us willagree. When Mr. LEWIS 

contends, for instance, that religious and moral education is not dis- 

tinct from. physical and intellectual education, he is uttering a truth to 

which all thinking men will assent, and particularly all thinking Jews. 

The Pentateuch itself, with its combination of hygiene and spiritual 

code, is an emphatic proclamation of the necessity for the harmonious 

development of body and soul. The necessity, like so many other pro- 

found truths, is hinted at in the popular maxim that cleanliness is next 
to godliness 


But among the many other points which stand out in Mr. LEWIs'’ 
address, that which déals with biblical teaching is the one to which 
we would especially direct attention. He tells us that in this matter 
sincerity is of supreme importance. In giving a scripture lesson, we 
must, he says, consider legends as legends, and we must not pretend 
that the Bible is historically or morally infallibleif we ourselves believe 
the contrary. This obviously opens up a question of the utmost 
importance, and one in regard to which many men are experiencing 
much searching of heart. When Mr. LEWITs tells us that in giving a 
Scripture lesson, we must teach what we consider to be legends as 
legends, and that we must make the children love the Bible, © not 
because it contains an infallible message dictated from on high, but 
because it shows us how the soul of an inspired people raised itself with 
stumbling steps from barbarism towards God,” he must recognise that 
this involves a revolution.in present methods. It is no doubt a revolu- 
tion which we are free to admit has occupied, and is occupying the 
minds of other men of spirituality besides Mr. LEwWis. But it is for 
such thinkers as Mr. lewis to show how their ideas—assuming them 
to be correct—may be carried out without shaking the whole fabric of 
religious instruction. And, in any case, it is a subject which can and 
should be handled only by men of wide knowledge and truly reverent 
spirit. | 


FOR one who professes a warm admiration for the Jews,” Sir 
JAMES BARR seems to have imbibed an astonish- 
ing number of antiquated prejudices about them. 
According to Sir JAMES himself—in a lecture to 
Jews at Liverpool—the objects of his admiration are a parasitic race, 
They do not like hard manual labour, but under the stress of circum- 
stances, are prepared to do anything “for a good fat living.” Many of 
them escape the Army ; and they are not even patrons of boxing, what- 


ever famous boxers they may have produced, for it was a Jew who 
started and kept up all the maudlin sentimentality about the proposed 
fight between JOHNSON and WELLS. (This is, apparently, a reference 
to the Baptist Minister, the Rev. F. B. MEYER). Then, having thrown 
in a few other anti-Semitic obsessions, such as the Jewish manipulation 
of the Press, Sir JAMES bows himself out with the pleasant assurance

that he is a warm admirer of Jews. It is a very remarkable zon 


sequitur for an intelligent critic to perpetuate. 


It is as though having discovered a man to be racked with every dis- 
ease known to medical science, Sir JAMES proceeded to certify him to 
an insurance company as a first-class life. Of course, this may merely 
be Sir JAMES’ way of expressing his “admiration.” But, if SO, We 
wonder what he would say if, instead of admiration, he acknowledged 
to be possessed of contempt or hatred for the Jews. This may be his 
method of expressing his love; but, if it is, then—if we may borrow 
a Shakesperian phrase—Sir JAMES is surely “the bluntest wooer in 
Christendom.”” Whatever the faults, however, which Sir JAMES may 
attribute to Jews, there is one quality which he cannot deny them. 
They listen to their critics with much tolerance. Or perhaps we should 
say they suffer their admirers with much fortitude. Think what 
would hap pen if a Jew addressed a meeting of say a Christian associa- 
tion with the same brutal candour or treated it to some such silly 
caricature of racial characteristics as that which Sir JAMES indulged 
in before his audience of a Jewish Literary Society! Others may talk 
about turning the right cheek to the smiter. Two thousand years of 
persecution have made Jews, it would seem, adepts at the practice. 
But it was hardly “ cricket” on the part of one who is so insistent on 
manliness and courage and all the virtues that go to make an English 
gentleman to presume upon the fact as he did on the occasion referred to,

period of detention was not the whole night, but 
that the girl was only locked in with the men when it was nearing 
day. We do not see, ourselves, that this modification materially 
diminishes the gravity of the incident. We understand, however, 


from the report of the Immigration Board’s proceedings, that an 


inquiry into the case is to be held, and until the result of that investi- 
gation is published we will make no further comment. But the 
incident reminds us that the long-discussed receiving house for aliens 
has not yet been established. The “house ’’ was promised by Mr. 
CHURCHILL during a certain election. Permission to establish it was 
granted in the Port of London Bill, the option being subsequently con- 
verted into a. compulsion. Then came a Committee of Inquiry, followed 
by a report. But there the matter remains. Mr. CHURCHILL has 
gone from the Home Office. But the receiving house is still to seek. 
If such premises had been in existence, such an incident as that alleged 
at the Immigration Board could never have occurred. It is undoubtedly 
time that the matter was taken in hand, andthe new HOME SECRETARY 
appproached, with a view to the settlement once and for all, of a 
question which is as much a matter of ordinary decency as of common 
justice and humanity.

THE “BACKGROUND PEOPLE.” 


By MENTOR. 


ACKGROUND, an artist once assured me, forms nine-tenths of a picture. 
And, he added, the rule applies to art in a very much wider application 
of the term than that in which it is usually employed. In all relationg 
of life, important as are the outstanding figures, background and the 

surroundings in which they are placed are vital. The poet, Walt Whitman, 
extended this idea when, as recently retorded in a magazine article, he 
declared: “I have a great emotional respect for the background people—for 
the folks who are not generally included—for the absentees, the forgotten ; 
the shy nobodies, who, in the end, are best of all.” The artist in life, like the 
painter of pictures, has to consider not alone the background which he puts 


into his work, but the one which he evolves from the imagination of the 
beholder. | 


When Bismarck, concluding that the hour had come for a life and 
death struggle with France, edited the Benedetti telegram, he took full and 
vecurate account of the background which would be supplied by his Gallic 
neighbours to the despateh in its emended form. John Bright, the centenary of 
whose birth occurred a fortnight ago. was the most consummate artist of 
words England has éver produced. Whe the orator drew before the House 
of Commons a picture of the horrors of the Crimean War, he paid perfect 
regard for the background of his picture. which he knew would be supplied by the 
imagination of the “absentees’’ and the “ nobodies,’’ when he spoke of the 
ravages of the armed contest in the castle of the noble, the mansion of the 
rich and the wealthy, and the cottage of the lowly and the poor. From major 
to minor, from things greater to things smaller. Mr. Rosenbaum utterly failed 
to comprehend the value of backzround when he. tabled the resolution he 
moved at the last meeting of the Board of Deputies. 


[Indeed he drew his resolution with no regard to background. He disregarded 
surrounding circumstances. He ignored the prejudices, the predilections, the 
sentiments and the limitations of those to whom he offered it for acceptance. 
The merest tvro would have known that no debate upon the merits ef the 
Board’s activities or inactivities could be successfully initiated upon a vote of 
censure which in terms in any case was directed against an individual. 
He would have recognised that, however deftly 
however earnestly its mover protested unbounded love, admiration, 
respect, even veneration, for tbat individual in words of endearing 
gratitude for past services, a Jewish body was incapable of differentiating 
between the individual attacked and the office he holds. Logically. of 


‘course, the two things are distinct, but Jews enfranchised politically only, 


comparatively, yesterday, cannot be expected to grasp a difference that would 
readily be appreciated by an average politician belonging to a people with the 
heredity of centuriés of political training. 


To a body like the Board, Alexander the person, or, perhaps, I should 
say, the personality and Alexander the President are one. In_ the 
spirit of the creed of St. Athanasius, it would allow no ~ confusion 
of substance,’ but insisted on the “unity of person.’ The form of 
Mr. Rosenbaum’'s resolution would have been admirable for the House 
of Commons. Any member, rising to defend a Minister from a vote of cen- 
sure upon the conduct of his office, by pleading his past services, or his 
devotion to the work of Parliament, or his having given up a lucrative pro- 
fessional practice in order to devote himself to politics, would have been 
laughed off his legs, if he had not been called to order by the Speaker. Practi- 
cally no defence was offered of Mr. Alexander as President, and every word of 
praise, however Orientally lavish of Mr. Alexander as personality, appears to 
have been met with approving cheers as the most telling argument possible 
against the proposer of the resolution. Mr. Rosenbaum ignored the fact 
that he was moving the Jewish Board of Deputies, and that he cannot, yet, 


move the House of Commons. The backgrounds of the two assemblies differ 


essentially, 

To make serious comment on such a debate as in the circumstances was 
inevitable on Mr. Rosenbaum’s motion were futile. It would be the equiva- 
lent of wading through pools of margarine in the hope of discovering some- 
thing solid. But the manner in which sheer facts were ignored or distorted 
is instructive. The mental attitude of a body which is capable on such pro- 
vocation of so entirely giving itself up to personal praise of its President 
because he richly deserves it, as to exclude anything less sentimental and 
more practical is an instructive element. It must be realised, if we would 
estimate faithfully the background in which the resolution was set. An 
instance or two will suffice. More than once it was alleged that it had been charged 
against the Board in the columns of the JEWISH CHRONICLE that the Board 
had done nothing in respect to the anti-Jewish riots in South Wales. No-one 
ventured to quote the alleged words, but the editor of this journal tells me 
that “from information received” something written in this column was 


referred to. 


* * 


In the issue of, October 13th, I find the following sentence appeared : 
“The outrages in South Wales have gone over to history, but the part which 
the Board did not take in guarding Jewish interests in the Cambrian Valley 
towns will be more or less faithfully put upon record.”” To derive from this 
the inference that it was meant to convey that the Board did nothing in 
the matter must strike anyone who is reasonable as ridiculous. One member,

introduced, and 


something else to say, read into the words a complaint that the Board had 
not prevented the riots. Yet I think I am not mistaken in saying that English 
is Mr. Prag’s mother-tongue and so I can devise no excuse for him. But had 
I no justification for writing what I did? 


In the issue of the Jewish CHRONICLE of August 25th, which was the one 
that appeared next after the outbreak of the riots, I read that complaints were 
general in the district as to the lack of protection afforded by the authorities, 
though the Home Office, it was at the same time stated, took early measures 
for protecting our people in the affected district. Then we were told that Dayan 


' Hyamson had been appealed to by the Jewish inhabitants of Tredegar to 


obtain the special protection of the authorities. The Dayan placed himself in 
communication not with the Board of Deputies but with Mr. Stuart Samuel, 
M.P. That gentleman telegraphed to the then Home Secretary who, in reply, 
assured the Member for Whitechapel by telegram that the military and the 
police authorities had been instructed. 

* 

Now, it occurred to me that if the Board had done its rightful work, the 
inhabitants of Tredegar would not have appealed to Dayan Hyamson. 
The Board of its own motion would have satisfied itself by enquiry 
at the Home Office that adequate protection was being renderéd and would 
have despatched a message to Tredegar to calm the apprehensions of the people 
there. Dayan Hyamson, too, his aid being sought, would naturally have invoked 
the interposition in such a matter of the Board and would not. have applied to 
Mr. Stuart Samuel. Unless, of course, for some reason he was unable to obtain 
satisfactory assurances from the Board. That Mr. Samuel felt compelled him- 
self to telegraph to Mr. Winston Churchill appeared to me good evidence 
that at least at that point, whatever the cause, the Board was not taking its 
part in guarding Jewish interests in the Cambrian Valley towns. Was I 
wrong in my conclusion? Mr. Alexander shall answer. 


In his statement at the last meeting of the Board, what account does Mr, 
Alexander give of the attitude of the Board at the time? Why, simply that the 
Board was out of town! The President was away, the Solicitor and Secretary was 
in the country, one Vice-President (Mr. Henriques), Mr, Alexander tells us, was 
abroad, and I fancy I am correct in saying that the other Vice-President was 
likewise out of England. Of the hon. officers of the Board, there remained 
only the Treasurer. His whereabouts at the moment are unknown to me. No 
wonder the people of Tredegar appealed in the agony of their panic to Dayan 
Hyamson. No wonder the Dayan invoked the good offices of Mr. Stuart Samuel. 
Neither the people of Tredegar nor Dayan Hyamson could do otherwise with 
the Board out of town. There is not the least blame to attach to these gentle- 
men, because in August they were all on holiday bent. They could not have 
foreseen the happenings in South Wales. and it is perhaps too much to suggest 
that the work of the Board in its present condition should be taken so seriously 
that vacations of those responsible should be so arranged that Jewish interests 
should not, even in the gay dog days, be entrusted to the voluntary unofficial 
keeping of a Punch humourist. This, according to Mr. Alexander, was 
actually the case.when the first outbreak in the Principality occurred. Tor 
one thing we may be thankful. It is a merey thrilling us as we think of it 
with memories of the Providence that watches oyer Israel even in its darkest 
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‘hours, that Mr. Walter Emanuel did not, as did Mr, Stuart Samuel, telegraph 
to the Home Secretary. We know Mr. Walter FEmanuel’s telegrams ! 


To pass away to another instance of the mental attitude of the Board as 
an element of ‘the background in which Mr. Rosenbaum’s resolution was set, 
without first assuring those who may read these lines, that my observation 
concerning Mr. Walter Emanuel’s telegrams was, as Artemus W ard een 
say, a ‘goak,” is perhaps dangerous. T am assured that the heading, My 
Board,” placed over the article from which I have quoted, was in some 
quarters taken as a dire offence levelled at Mr. Alexander. W hen Jews in the 
United Kingdom will have so assimilated some of the characteristics of its 
inhabitants as to be as incapable of seeing a joke as the Scotsman is proverbially 
said to be, it will be a sad day for the community. Let me hasten to add, 16) 
as to placate our Scots brethren-in-faith, that some proverbs are nothing 
more than unpalatable untruths dressed up in short clothes to look like 
unpalatable truths. My experience of Scotsmen leads me to place in this 
category the one concerning their humour density. 

One more instance of the mental attitude of the Board in the debate on 
Mr. Rosenbaum’s resolution.

DEATH OF 
BARON GUSTAVE DE ROTHSCHILD. 


SPECIAL MEMOIR. 


We regret to announce the death in Paris, on Tuesday, at the age of eighty-two 
years, of Baron Gustave de Rothschild. 

Baron Gustave de Rothschild was born in Paris in 1829, being a son of Baron 
James Mayer de Rothschild, who founded the Paris house of the Rothschild firm. 
He was a younger brother of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, who succeeded 
his father as head of the Pari8 house, and who died in 1905. Of the three 
brothers who succeeded Baron James in the management of the Paris house, 
only one survives—Baron Edmond de Rothschild—whose intense interest in 
work in Palestine is well-known. The late Baron was Consul-General for 
Austria-Hungary, Director of the Chemin de Fer du Nord, and the Paris-Lyons— 
Mediterranean Railway. He was a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Rothschild Hospital and Hospice. He at one time occupied the position of Presi- 
dent of the Jewish Consistory of Paris, and was also formerly President of the 
Committee of the Consistorial Schools. He was a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. Inu 1886, he founded a Hebrew Primary School, known as the Gustave 
de Rothschild School, and on the anniversary of the death of his daughter, the 
Baroness Emanuel Leonino, in 1898, he established twenty annuities of 600 francs 
each to be distributed among aged Jews of Paris. 

It is scarcely needful to add that in all works of charity Baron Gustave was 
faithful to the splendid traditions of thehouse of Rothschild. Amongst the 
numerous acts of benevolence in which hewas concerned may be mentioned the 
contribution of 100,000 francs for the sufferers by earthquake in Italy in 1909 ; 
an annual gift of 100,000 francs for distribution among the poor of Paris towards 

| the payment of rent; 100,000 francs for 
the sufferers by the Paris Floods in 1910.

T will call only two witnesses, both 
of them unimpeachable and both on 
record. Tirst, Mr. Alexander, the Pre- 
‘sident of the Board. In the course of 
his annual address in 1907, Mr. Alex- 
ander, referring to the Aliens Act, used 
these words :— 

During the present year,a lengthy 
correspondence has passed between 


of several million francs froma _ rich 
client in Mentone, the testator placing 
on record his desire to reward the firm 
for having augmented his capital 
so successfully by _ strictly honest 
means. 
The late Baron, like many other 
members of his family, was a keen sports- 
man.

ter Lucie, who is married to Baron Lam.

bert de Rothschild, the head of the Belgian 
House, now survive. Of the other daugh- 
ters, Aline married Sir Edward Sassoon, 


which the Board has made many 
suggestions (resulting from our ex- 
perience of the working of the Act), for the improvement of the present 
machinery and procedure. But I regret to ‘say that all our suggestions, 
with one exception, have been either ignored, or met by an attitude of 
non possumus on the part of the Home Secretary. 

Practically identical it will be seen with what I stated. The speech 
was published in the annual report of the Board. Will Mr. Prag say that Mr. 
Alexander uttered words that unfitted him to be an hon. officer of a Jewish 
institution or will he apologise to this journal ? 


And now I willcallin witness the published reports of the Board. They must 
surely form unimpeachable evidence. A glance through them reveals the fact 


that more than one letter addressed by the Board to the Government has remained 


unanswered, or, in other words, as Mr. Alexander and myself have said, the 
Board’s communications have been ignored and its representations flouted. 
Here are one or two instances. I find that in May, 1908, a letter sent to the 
Prime Minister embodying representations of the Board on the Aliens Act 


remained unanswered, I find, too, that the Board endeavours in its report to 


cover the fact by virtually claiming Mr. Winston Churchill’s tentative promise 
to the Jewish electors at Manchester regarding a receiving house for aliens as 
a reply to the Board’s communications! That, however, by the way. 

In 1910, the letter to Mr. Asquith of 1908 still not having been replied to, 
I see a letter was sent to Mr. Churchill, who had then become Home Secretary, 
in which the matter of one of the points of the previous letter, concerning the 
receiving-houses for aliens, was again taken up. On the 13th May a further letter 
was sent to Mr. Churchill, and I find the report says, “The Board waited until 


its July meeting for a reply to its letter of the 18th of May.” It apparently 


is still waiting. A letter is printed in the last report of the Board, under date 
14th April, 1910, addressed to the Home Secretary on the question of Sunday 


closing. There was no reply, and apparently no acknowledgement worth 


recording. These are but casual instances which I could multiply. But they 
are sufficient for me to ask Mr. Prag whether he will say that the reports of 
the Board of Deputies are unworthy of being issued by a Jewish body or 
whether he will apologise to this journal ? 


I venture to repeat here what I wrote in: this column in October: “It is 


‘no genial or pleasant task thus to show in so unfavourable a light one of our 


institutions.”” On the contrary it is unpleasant and distasteful in the extreme. 
But the Board, in the interests of the community must not run away under the 
delusion that by defeating Mr. Rosenbaum’s resolution, which was so ill-set,

exalting the personality of the President, which was never assailed, or mis- 
representing, twisting and contorting what is said in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
it has set itself in order with the community.

THE DISMISSAL OF GENERAL TOLMATCHEFF. 


A Kokovtzeif Triumph.—Rejoicings at Odessa. 
(From our Correspondent. 


M. Kokovtzeff’s efforts to rid Russia of some of its Real Russian dictators, which 
I was able to announce in the 70th Birthday Number of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
have been crowned with signal success. An official announcement appeared during 
the week of the promotion of Major-General Tolmatcheff to the rank of 
Lieutenant-General in the infantry reserve of the province of St. Petersburg, and 
of his retirement from the Odessa Prefecture. _Ill-health was given as the official 
reason, but it 18 an open secret that the General was relieved from his duties 
contrary to his wishes, Only a fortnight ago a deputation of his intimate friends 
visited Livadia (the seat of the Court) with the view to frustrating the Premier’s 
move, but the Tsar, having once promised to comply with M. Kokovtzeff’s wishes, 
refused to receive the delegates. During the Stolypin régime his position was 
impregnable, and even when the late Premier was ignored by the Prefect, the former 
could not enlist the Tsar’s support against the latter. Public opinion became so 
accustomed to regard the General as a permanent fixture at Odessa, that all rumours 
of his departure were discredited. At Odessa, the rejoicings among all sections of the 
population are of an enthusiastic nature. Even a section of the reactionaries, who 
recently quarrelled with the Prefect and his assistant, M. Pelican (being unable to 
agree on the division of the spoils of their common plunder), expresses its pleasure 
at his retirement, and only a handful of Real Russians are shedding tears at their 
great loss. Throughout the Empire the Liberals welcome the step as a good 
beginning, and the hope is expressed that Odessa would at last be able to breathe 
freely, and that a suitable administrator would succeed the General. What the 
financially-ruined Odessa wants now is a Prefect able to work under the Premier 
and strong enough to resist the influence of the reactionary Minister of the 
Interior, M. Makaroff. M. Sosnovsky, the Governor of Archangelsk, is spoken of 
as the first candidate for the vacant post. He is an administrator in a remote 
district, where political strife is more or less rare, and where the opportunities for 
both distinction and disastrous failure are less marked than in the busy centres. 
His capabilities are, therefore, unknown, but he is regarded as a secondary official. 

The last act of General Tolmatchetf in Odessa was an order prohibiting Jewish 
actors to perform in Yiddish. His ime of oppression during his four years’ term 
of office has been fully described in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SUCCESS OF THE PALESTINE WINE INDUSTRY. 
Repayment to Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


SALONICA. 

A deputation of the Jewish Colonies in Palestine, headed by Mr. Glukin, 
Director of the Agudath Akoremim Syndicate, kas visited Paris. The object of 
its mission was to hand Baron Edmond de Rothschild a cheque for 400,000 francs 
as @ first repayment of an advance made by him. When some years ago the 
Baron transferred the cellars of Rishon-le-Zion and Zichron-Jacob to the 
colonists, he at the same time placed a capital of 1,600,000 francs at their 
disposal and in addition advanced to them over 2,000,000 francs, representing 
liabilities to various creditors’ of the cellars. The 1,600,000 francs were to be 
retained as working capital, but the larger sum was to be repaid by instalments. 
That they should be already in a position to pay off so large an amount as 
400,000 francs is the best practical evidence of the success of the wine-growing 
industry. It is no longer a question of over production, for Palestine wines are 
now assured of a ready sale. 

Orange growing has also been very successful during the past three years, 
and in general the colonies founded with the help of Baron Edmond de Rothschild 


‘ are now well consolidated. One thing alone is lacking, sufficient land for the 


installation of the colonists’ children. This accounts for the departure of so 
many capable young men from Palestine. 


ANTI-SEMITISM IN THE RUSSIAN CABINET. 


RUSSIFICATION OF COMMERCE AGAIN ! 
| The Ministry of Commerce. 
[From our Correspondent. } 
All is not well in the Russian Cabinet, no less than five of its members having 


undertaken to outrival one another in anti-Semitism and reaction. The Minister 


of Commerce, M. Timashev, whom the late Premier only three months ago blamed 
for failing to support his scheme for the Russification of commerce and trade, has 
been suddenly acclaimed as “heir to M. Stolypin’s policy.” I learn on high 
authority that last week he agreed to comply with a request of the Kieff Nationalist 
merchants to grant subsidies and rewards to Russians with the object of enabling 
them to oust Jews and foreigners from commerce. Moreover, he consented to 
further their demand for the creation of Chambers of Commerce to the exclusion 
of Jews in his new Bill. The Real Russian Governor of Nijni-Novgorod, M. 
Chvostov, perturbed at the fall of Tolmatchetf, has decided to enlist the sympathy 
of this new anti-Semitic champion, and, instead of communicating with his 
immediate superiors in the Ministry of the Interior, he addressed a memorandum 
to the Minister of Commerce, demanding powers to exile at his own discretion 
Jewish commissioners attending the local fairs and advising the commercial houses 
to send Germans in their place. (The latter advice is an extra dance with the 
Novoe Vremua, which recognises the Germans in Russia to be as reliable and as 
loyal as the Real Russians themselves.) 

THE MINISTRY OF JUSTICE. 


The Minister of Justice, M. Tcheglovitoff, and his subordinates are creating 
much feeling in the capital by their constant endeavours to elicit information from 
the local Liberal Advocates’ Union as to the statistics concerning its Jewish 
members. The Union is doing all in its power to obstruct the Minister's move, 
which is connected with his anti-Semitic Advocates Bill (described by me a few 
months ago). On one occasion the documents of the Union were seized by force, 
but the desired information was not obtained, owing to the fact that the Union's 
register makes no distinction between Jew and Gentile and its classifications are 
not based on religious tests. | 


THE MINISTRY OF THE INTERIOR. 


Last week, M. Makaroff made his début as Minister of the Interior in the 
Upper House, when he sternly opposed the Duma Bill permitting Christians to 
adopt non-Christian religions and thus enabling converted Jews to return to their 
old faith. His view of freedom of conscience, which is also supported by a power- 


ful section of the House, is to allow people to change from the orthodox faith to the 
creed of any other Christian sect. His speech produced a painful impression, and 


it was evident that he was in agreement with the powerful Chief of the Synod, M. 
Sabler, the disciple of Pobiedonostzeff. 
THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION.--AN EDUCATIONAL TOLMATCHEFF,. 
Thanks to anti-Semitic protection, the educational Tolmatcheff , M. Zilov (the 
Curator of Kieff), has scored a victory over his opponents 1n the Cabinet, for the 
Tar has allowed him to remain at his post. He is the educational authority ” 
who recently triumphantly reported to the Tsar his success in diminishing the 
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number of Jewish students in the district, and who continually closes Jewish 
schools with the approval of M. Kasso. For years the Kieff Jewish milhonaires 
have endeavoured to establish two Talmud Torahs for the poor in the suburbs. 
They recently succeeded in obtaining a direct permit from St. Petersburg to open 
the institutions. M. Zilov, however, frustrated their plan by a personal com- 
mentary that only the children of the Jews possessing permanent residence in the 
‘holy area’ would be allowed admission to the Talmud Torahs, or, in other 
words, the privilege would be reserved to the richest parents in the city ! Through. 
out M. Stolypin’s tenure of office, M. Brodsky tried to obtain permission to open 
an institute for Jewish teachers. With the aid of the new Premier, he has just 
succeeded in his object, but M. Zilov is again imposing difficulties with regard to 
the domicile of the pupils and instructors. By common consent, both M. Kasso 
and the Minister of Commerce are also encouraging private institutions to instal a 
percentage norm for Jews by promising them subsidies. 
| THE MINISTRY OF WAR, 

It has transpired that the inquiry of the Ministry of War, undertaken by the 
Tsar’s command, does not support the view that Jewish recruits are guilty of 
revolutionary activities, but that the general verdict is against them. In certain 
Jewish quarters it is demanded that the Kovno Committee should conduct an 
independent inquiry on the status of Jews in the army. 

The anti-Semitic Army Bill is reported to be opposed to the views of the 
Minister of War, General Sukhomlinotf, but as the Tsar has ordered him to defend 
it his intimate friends predict bis resignation in the near future. In other quar-. 
ters it is asserted that the leader of the anti-Kokovtzeff party, the Minister of Jus- 
tice, will soon be forced to resign. | 


THE RUSSIAN PARLIAMENTARY SESSION. 
The Blood Libel.—A New Interpellation. 
The Anti-Semites Contemplate an Appeal to the Tsar. 


[From our Correspondent. ] 


_ Following the defeat of the first anti-Semitic interpellation in the Duma Com- 
mittee (described in last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE), the Real Russians intro- 
duced another interpellation last week, demanding of the Ministers of Justice and 
the Interior an explanation as to the reasons which prompted the hieff authorigies 
to arrest the Real ltussian stepfather of Yuschinsky and his gang. M. Zamis- 
lovsky, in introducing the interpellation, complained of the partiality of the 
Duma Committee to the Jews. He expressed his firm belief in the ritual mur- 
ders, and asserted that they are only carried out in places where the Jews are 
certain of the protection of the police. | 

M. Lutz (Octobrist) agreed to the demand to send the interpellation to the Com- 
mittee with a time limit of ten days, although he defended the decision of the 
Committee as regards the first interpellation, counselling confidence in the- 
Government inquiry. M. Niselovitch denied the ritual libel (a voice from the 
Right: ‘Do you eat Motzas’?”), and demanded the immediate rejection of the 
motion. M. Gegetshkori and M. Nekrassov (the Vice-President of the Cadets), . 
also demanded the immediate rejection of the interpellation in order to avoid 
giving the Real Russians further opportunities for agitation. The interpellation 
was, however, sent to the Committee, and the ten days time limit was fixed by 
186 votes against 94, the Octobrists having voted with the anti-Semites. 

Should they fail this time, the Real Russians threaten to approach the Tsar 
on the matter, asking for the protection of their children against Jews. 


Baron Albert de Rothschild’s Charitable Bequests. 


The wishes expressed in the will of the late Baron Albert de Rothschild, of 
Vienna, as to the distribution of a sum specified therein among philanthropic 
institutions in Vienna and Buda-Pesth, have now been carried out by his residuary 
legatees, the Barons Alfons, Louis and Eugen de Rothschild. Upwards of two 
hundred charities have received grants from the two million kronen bequeathed 
for charitable purposes. The largest individual amount, some hundred thousand 
crowns, goes to the Rothschild Hospital in Vienna. 


A General's Rebuke to an Anti-Semite.

VIENNA. 

A distinguished officer in the Austrian Army, General Ritter von Steinitz, 
died here last week. He was a man of broad-minded views, as may be gathered 
from a remark made by him only a few days before his death. The General was 
seated at table at a well-known restaurant in this city with several other officers, 
one of whom, in the course of conversation, said: “This place is very agreeable, 
and the cooking is good, but too many Jews come here.” The aged General 
replied: ‘‘I cannot, of course, prevent you from giving expression to your 
opinions. But I ama Liberal, and you cannot expect me to remain at the same 
table with you.” Suiting the action to the word, he rose and took his seat at 
another table. 


Another Jewish H.C. in Montreal. 
(From our Correspondent] 


MONTREAL, 
The Jewish community feels that a distinct complim2nt has been paid to tham 
by the appointment as King’s Counsel of Mr. Peter Bercovitch, one of our most 
brilliant young lawyers. Born in Montreal, and educated at the High School here, 
Mr. Bercovitch graduated from McGill University in 1900 with the degree of 
B.O.L., and was called to the Bar in January, 1901. He served his apprenticeship 
in the office of Prefontaine, Archer, and Perron, the former at one time Minister 
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of Marine in the Laurier Cabinet, while Mr. Archer is at present a Judge of the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Berco itch took a post-graduate course at Laval University, 
where, in 1904, he obtained the degree of LL.B. Mr. Bercovitch is therefore a 
graduate both of the English and of the French Law Schools of this Province. 
For the first four years after his graduation he practised alone, after which he 
became connected wiih the firm now known as Trihey, Bercovitch, and harney. 
As Mr. Bercovitch has been in practice less than eleven years, and as it requires 
ten vears’ service at the Bar before the Provincial Government confers the distinc: 
tion of a K.C. on a member of the Bar, the honour is all the greater. Mr. 
Bercovitch takes a keen interest in politics and in public affairs in general. He is 
President of the Laurier Political Club, and Chairman of the United Hebrew 
Political Association, an organisation which interests itself in an effort to obtain 
Jewish representatives at the City Hall. 


Compulsory Teaching of Christian Scriptures to Jewish Children. 
(From our Correspondent. } 
MONTREAL. 

At the annual meeting of the Baron de Hirsch Institute, Mr. 5S. W. Jacobs, 
K.C., the Hon. Secretary, made the following strong statement: “The Board 
have had numerous complaints about what we consider the practical forcible 
impartation of Christian Scriptures to Jewish children at schools of the Protestant 
Board of School Commissioners, where the Jewish children number almost ninety- 
eight per cent. of the attendance. We are determined that this must stop, and 
we shall express our views to the Protestant Board in no uncertain terms.” 

The reports of last year’s activities showed that the Baron de Hirsch Institute 
disbursed over 30,000 dols. in relief. About 16.000 dols. of this amount was spent 
on the relief of consumptives and their families. An active campaign is to be 
waged against this white plague, with the co-operation of other organisations and 
Government aid, 


Influential Protests against the Blood Libel in Russia. 
(From our Correspondent. } 


In reply to the renewed blood libel agitation in and outside the Duma, 813 
Rabbis have hastened to publish in the Russian Press a protest against the accusa- 
tion. Their declaration (which is a repetition of the statement published in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 16th June), also appeared in the Premier’s organ, 
the Rossia; Among the signatories are the Rabbis of St. Petersburg and hKieft 
(Katzenelbogen and Aaronson), the Crown Rabbi of the capital, Dr. Eisenstadt, 
and the famous lawyers. M. Sliosberg and M. Grusenberg (in their capacities of 
members of the Kovno Committee). | 

The St. Petersburg Russian authors have also formed a Committee with the 
object of drawing up a protest against the anti-Semitic libel. | 


The War and the Jewish Press.

| BERLIN. 
A few days ago the Jossiscie Zeifwig published a telegram from its Vienna 
correspondent to the effect that the Italian Ambassador In Vienna, upon the 


instruction of his Government, called upon Dr. Alfred Stern, the President of the 


Jewish community in Vienna, with the object of asking him to exercise his 
intluence upon the local Press to secure a more favourable attitude towards Italy 
in connection with the war, otherwise there would be an outbreak of anti-Semitism 
in Italy. 

This telegram naturally aroused considerable astonishment in local Jewish 
circles, anda telegraphic inquiry was made by the Zionist Central office to ascer- 
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tain whether the report was true. The result of the inquiry—as might easily have 
been expected—showed that the despatch in the Vossische Zeitung was @ pure 
invention. 


The Declaration of the Finnish Jews.

In reply to the ‘articles of the anti-Semitic Novoe Vremya, endeavouring to | 


justify the alleged pro-Jewish motion in the Finnish Bill, and stating that the 
Finnish Jews have asked the Cadets to support the amendment, the Committee of 
the Finnish Jews issued a declaration last week, denying their appeal for help 
to the Cadets, and asserting that their demands were only addressed to the Finnish 
Seim (Diet). 


The American Jewish Committee. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


NEW YORK. 


The American Jewish Committee held its fifth annual meeting on November 
12th. There were two sessions, one in the morning and one in the afternoon, 
neither session being public. The Committee was organised in 1906, for the 
purpose of preventing infringement of the civil and religious rights of Jews, and 
to alleviate the consequences of persecution. 3 

Judge Mayer Sulzberger, President of the American Jewish Committee, pre- 
sided. In his annual report he urged co-operation in the effort which is now being 
made for the abrogation of the treaty entered into between Russia and the United 
States in 1832, because of Russia’s refusal to honour the American passport when 
carried byaJdew. 

At the end of the meeting, Dr. Herbert Friedenwald, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, issued the following statement :— 

The annual report of the Executive Committee was read, and in it the Russian pass- 
port question was referred to at length and formed the principal topic of discussion, It 
was determined to aid energetically all efforts now being hei looking to the abrogation 
of the treaty of 1832, entered into between this country and Russia, because of Russia’s 
discrimination against citizens who are Jews. | ) 

The Committee also resolved to use its influence for the maintenance of the present 
unmigration laws and to oppose the adoption of any further-restrictive features in those 


The articles of incor oration passed bythe last Legislature were approved, and the by 
laws of the Committee reframed to conform with the new charter. The annual report of 
the Committee is not yet ready to be made public.” | 

Judge Sulzberger was re-elected President of the Executive Committee, and 
Mr. Julian W. Mack, of Chicago, and Mr. Jacob H. Hollander, of Baltimore, were 
re-elected Vice-Presidents. 


Anti-Semitism in the Buda-Pesth City Council. 
(From our Correspondent. 
VIENNA. 


The other day, while a discussion was taking place in the City Council of 


Buda-Pesth on the high price of provisions, Dr. Julius Baransky, Vice-President 
of the Catholic People’s Party, referring to a remark of the previous speaker, Dr. 
Wilhelm Vazsony, a Jewish member, exclaimed: ‘‘ Why does not Vazsony defend 
free existence against those persons who settle here from all parts of the worldand 
form a ring to raise the cost of living?” (Dr. Vazsony, it should be stated, had 
spoken in the interests of petty dealers in the city). A storm of dissent burst 
forth from the members who refused to hear Dr. Baransky any further. Dr. 
Vazsony, in reply, said that Dr. Baransky’s object was to propagate anti- 
Semitism, but that he was too great a coward to state openly whom he meant. by 
the term “‘settlers.” Being thus challenged, Dr. Baransky had no option but to 
acknowledge that he meant Polish Jews, and that in the cattle market these were 
the only people who carried on any business. At these words most of the members 
rose, and again silenced the Jew-hater. One member shouted: ‘ This is the kind 
of language that was used in the Middle Ages; cultured persons do not speak so.” 
Another Christian member capped this with the retort: ‘‘ Surely Baransky is not 
a man of culture?” A Jewish member placed himself in front of Baransky, and 
said to him: “I ama Jew; begin with me, if you have sufficient pluck.” The 
scene lasted a quarter-of-an-hour, and was much discussed at the close of the 
sitting.

Madame 
Pevsner has delivered several lectures in Montreal, and her speeches have been 
reported in all the local papers. Madame Pevsner has succeeded in interesting 
many members of the community in the work of the Bezalel School in Jerusalem 
and it is hoped that her visit will be very successful in raising extra capital for it.

Destitute Jews in Smyrna: 
An Urgent Appeal. | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,—News has reached us of the deplorable condition of thousands of Jews 
at Smyrna, and in view of the strenuous and acute crisis the community of that 
town is going through, we avail ourselves of your valuable columns to place the 
position before your readers. A series of calamities have befallen the town attack- 
ing most severely the poorer classes of our coreligionists. Cholera having made 
terrible ravages, hundreds of families are bereaved through the loss of a father, a 
brother, or an only son, in most cases the only support of the family. The only 
shelter for poor Jews called the “ Lazaretto” which has accommodated hundreds 
of helpless families for more than a century has been condemned by the munici- 
pality as uninhabitable, and has been demolished owing to its frail condition. By 
this a catastrophe has probably been averted, but untold misery has been the 
consequence. 

The recent fire at Aidin has, too, brought into Smyrna thousands of helpless 
Jews reduced to the blackest misery, adding still more to the responsibility and 
care of the Communal Council, who are at their wits’ ends for want of means, 
and for the first time since its existence this community has had to apply for out- 
side help. ‘Thousands of our. coreligionists are for the time being sheltered under 
military tents, away from the town, fed and treatea like sheep or cattle; the 
misery that prevails is beyond description, but what may be in store with the 
approach of the rigorous winter weather is beyond imagination. 

We have united to collect funds; twenty-five per cent. of all collections are to 
be devoted to immediate relief, and seventy-five per cent for re-building the 
Lazaretto. We strongly appeal to the generosity of your readers to assist us to 
alleviate the position which our Smyrna coreligionists are placed in.

CITY OF LONDON HOSPITAL FOR DISEASES OF THE CHEST.—. 


The annual festival dinner was held at the Hotel Metropole last week. Mr. Andrew 
Motion presided. In proposing the toast of “Prosperity to the Hospital” the 
Chairmau said that a sum of £3,000 had had to be collected to meet the deficit for 
the year, and he was glad to be able to announce that that amount had been col- 
lected that evening. In 1897, when he first atvended a festival dinner, the 
Hospital was not going strong. Then they had 40 beds, and they had progressed 
steadily until at the present time they had 170 in-patients. That was only a small 
portion of their work, for in addition they attended to over 10,000 out-patients 
during the year. The hospital was essentially a working-man’s one, and the 
working mer of the East End were the back-bone of the Institution, and they had 
contributed a sum of £1,000 during the year. That was a noble act on their part 
and one which redounded greatly to their credit. They were very liberally sup- 
ported by the Jewish fraternity, one of whom, their energetic and generous 
treasurer, Sir Edward Sassoon, M.P., was, he regretted to say, in a very delicate 
state of health at present, and he was sure he was voicing the sentiments of all

SiR,—In the old days, when the sword was preferred to the pen, Churchmen 
who were forbidden to participate in personal combat maintained lay champions 
That fashion seems to be reversed to-day, and my letter, 
two-thirds of which was devoted to protesting against the attitude of laymen 
towards the late Chief Rabbinate, has evoked a clerical champion, who assails my 
humble self for venturing to criticise the report of a Manchester meeting, the two 
columns of copy you allotted to it being characteristically described by Mr. Cohen 
as ‘‘ a few lines of print.” | 

I say ‘‘ characteristically,” because for a would-be controversialist Mr. Cohen 
is alarmingly inaccurate. TI illustrated his grotesque assertion that the provincial 
communities required an English Minister and a foreign Rabbi by an analogy 
drawn fromanarticle by ‘‘ Mentor” anent the suggestion of two Chief Rabbis—one for 
ornament and one for work—-whereupon I am accused of having stated that Mr. 
Cohen was in favour of a dual Chief Rabbinate. Nothing I wrote could bear that 
interpretation. Yet, itis somewhat hard to understand why if London with its 
huge Jewish population and multi@rious problems can, as Mr. Cohen admits, be 
ruled by one ecclesiastical head, this should be impossible in communities with 
nothing like the population of the metropolis nor a tithe of its problems. Why is 
it impossible? Well, I suppose because Mr. Cohen gays so. 

Mr. Cohen is no happier when he seeks for facts to bolster up his arguments. 
An English-trained Minister, even with a Rabbinical Diploma, is~he informs us 
—taboo to the foreign element. Ihave often heard contemptuous references to 
the ‘ College boys,” but it has been left for an ex-student to pronounce the most 
sweeping indictment against his {/ma Mater. There. is not a synagogue in the 
provinces that does not recruit its membership from among the foreign element, 
andif Mr. Cohen’s statement is correct Jews’ College is a sheer waste of communal 
money. The foreign seminary-Rabbi then comes up for criticism. There may 
be a grain of truth in Mr. Cohen’s suggestion that a Seminary Rabbi who has not 
also attended a Yeshibah is sometimes looked askance at by hypercritical congre- 
gants. But does Mr. Cohen seriously imagine that Yeshbiboth exist only in Russia, 
or that the great congregations of Holland, Germany and Austria-Hungary look 
to that country for their pastors? Such an idea, however patriotic, is. too 
ridiculous for serious consideration, but it is not as ridiculous as Mr. Cohen’s pice 
de résistance, the crowning argument which proves his that 
a Russian “Rav” is a sine gua non, viz., even the late Chief Rabbi received 
part of his education in the land of the white Tsar. Had your correspondent taken 
the trouble to look at your issue of July 21st last or any book of reference, he 
would have learnt that Dr. Adler received his continental training at Prague and 


Leipsic. Neither of these cities—Mr. Cohen may be surprised to learn—is in 
Russia. I make no charge for this information. —_. 


I stand by my assertion that ‘‘ the Chief Rabbinate is not perfect. It requires 
serious modification.” But it must be patent to even “the meanest intelligence,” 
that this statement is a very different thing from the wholesale condemnation 
passed upon it by the first speaker at the symposium, by many others in the com- 
munity, and against which my letter was directed ; I must therefore respectfully 
decline to be included in the same boat as Mr. Cohen and his fellow-thinkers. 
We live in a democratic age, but one must draw the line somewhere. | 

Mr. Cohen devotes part of his letter to a very unnecessary vindication of the 
Manchester Maccabens. How an attack on the members or constitution of the 
society could be read into my remark that I failed “ to recognise the voice of real 
Manchester Jewry in the tirades that passed for contributions to the debate,” 
bafiles my comprehension. Had I said that I fail to recognise the voice of true 
Conservatism in the pretentious futilities of Mr. F. E. Smith or the voice of true 
Liberalism in the heroics of Mr. Lloyd George, not even “the meanest intelli- 
gence” could have twisted it into an attack on the House of Commons or the 
Constitution, and yet this is precisely what I did say. Still, now that Mr. Cohen 
has exposed the Society to the full glare of publicity, I willingly join with him in 
asking “ If we haven’t here the real voice of Manchester Jewry, where can we find 
it?” As the old song has it, “Gentle Shepherd, tell me where!” But that is 
another matter. 

I regret that I can see no reason why I should satisfy Mr. Cohen’s curiosity by 
divulging more than the undersigned initials. In conclusion, Mr. Cohen would do 
well to take to heart Macaulay’s advice to Michael Sadler and give us arguments, 
if he has any, and leave his anger for those who fear it. i

Naturalisation: The ‘Literary Test. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—In your report of the meeting of the Board of Deputies contained in 
your last issue, the very interesting announcement is made that a resolution was 
unanimously adopted, “that a deputation be formed to reduce the 
heavy naturalisation fee.” In 1907, the pace of the Board was forced, as it is 
to-day. Then, by Manchester; to-day, through the position created by provisions 
in the National Insurance Bill. Then, Manchester had secured a promise from 
Mr. Winston Churchill that a deputation would be received ; to-day, the com- 
munity have learnt from expressions by members of the House of Commons, 
when dealing with aliens and the Insurance Bill, that the conditions should be 
reconsidered. And but for the very earnest advice given, a deputation would have 
been formed outside the Board of Deputies. In 1907, the Board and the deputa- 
tion formed. then ignored the views of those better able to judge than any 
individual member of that body, that the main difficulty to overcome was 


not the fee, but the literary and language test. Your issue of May 
24th, 1907, contained a. letter from me in. which I wrote: “The 
reduction of the fee is mnof the all-important thing; it is the dis- 


ability. created by a circular issued from the Home Office some two 
years ago, setting forth that the Secretary of State will not favourably consider 
memorials for certificates of naturalisation if the memorialists are not able to 
read, write and speak the English language reasonably. This is the barrier that 
needs removing, and this issue must not be obscured because it seems nobler to 
champion the cause of the poor than the illiterate.” To-day the position is not 
changed. The same conditions prevail, and, if possible, in an aggravated form, 
because aliens are affected by legislation since introduced. Hence my claim on 
your space to warn the Board of Deputies as I did then, that if they wilfully over- 
look the needs of tle alien Jew, the need for nullifying the circular imposing a 
literary test, even if they succeed in getting the fee reduced, the victory will be 
prizeless, as few of the real poor will benefit by it; they will for ever have lost 
the opportunity of pressing for the withdrawal of the circular and they will not 
be able to claim having represented the views of the Jewish alien in this country. 

Sir, the circular and the conditions demanded by it are contrary to the spirit 
of the Naturalisation Act of 1870. The Board must challenge its validity. I 
know Jewish Members of Parliament and leading members of the Board are 
against the abolition of the literary test. I talked to them for upwards of an 
hour when invited to attend the Law and Parliamentary Committee in 1906 or 
1907. Then I learnt their view—what I call the “ Jewish official” view. But it 
is not the view of those whom they claim to represent on this question. If they 
cannot represent the opinions of the majority on this question, they are not justi- 
fied in dealing with the matter at all. Itis manifestly unfair, because once the 
deputation is received, the other side cannot be stated, unless a petition be 
presented protesting against the Board’s expressed opinion. 

That would be a Chilul Hashem. It would be a pity to lose so good an 
opportunity. The question is ripe ; the cause is good; the way has been paved ; 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer admitted the manner of applying the test may 
be open to question. He is prepared to consider the reduction of the fee as an 
alternative to further concessions in the Insurance Bill. The Home Secretary is 
of the same opinion. In Mr. Masterman we have “a friend at court,” said the 
Chancellor. Other Ministers are with us. On the opposition side of the House, 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Foster, while not ready to cancel the circular, are pre- 
pared to consider the conditions. During the debate on Clause 35 of the Insur- 
ance Bill, every speaker was emphatic in condemning the conditions attached to 
naturalisation. How, in the face of this can the Board rest content with a resolution 
to ask for a reduction of the fee and no reference to be made to the literary and 
language test? If atest must be applied, then why not press for a modification 
in this direction? In the Colonies, at least in South Africa and Australia, every 
immigrant must be able to read and write, and Yiddish is recognised as a language 
for this purpose. The mother country is emulating the example of the colonies 
with respect to social reforms; she might be asked to adopt this test for her aliens 
for the purpose of naturalisation.. But this must be a last resource only. The 
Board must abandon the line of least resistance. It is not heroic. We 
know, while members of the Board do not, that the circular was 
responsible for the breaking up of the largest naturalisation society in London. It 
has hindered the work of several agencies existing to-day. It is retarding the work 
in the provinces. The Board has but to invite reports from all Jewish centres ; 
then they will see that by confining themselves only to moving for a reduction of 
the fee they will not represent general Jewish opinion. I will give them a further 
test; an easy one. The Lord Rothschild Lodge, No. 7, Order Achei Brith, will 
hold a public meeting at the Girls’ Club, 8a, Dean Street, Soho, W., on Sunday, 
December 10th, at 3.30 p.m., when the first steps will be taken to form a society 
to assist alien Jews to become naturalised. As I shall have the privilege of pre- 
siding, I invite members of the Board of Deputies, particularly the Hon. Officers 

and those responsible for the resolution, to come and convince themselves whether 
those present regard the fee or the test the greater bar to naturalisation. I have 
also to remind Mr. Alexander that when in July, 1907, the last deputation waited 
on Sir Henry Campbell- Bannerman, the then Prime Minister, he made a strong plea 
for the man who, arriving in this country with two or three children, and as years 
advanced his family increased, the children were not equal in the eyes of the law. 
The two or three were aliens; the others English. The reduction of the fee, 
unaccompanied by a drastic change in the policy towards the literary test, leaves 


this individual antonched. While Russia remains the “land of darkness,” the 
problem will be with us, and we must not ignore its existence. The com- 


munity have a chance of easing their burden by helping every worker to 


secure the full benefits of the Insurance Bill. The literary test will always 

deprive many of naturalisation advantages. Then there is the Old Age Pensions 

Act. That provides help, but denies to many because we have a literary test. 
One other point I wish to raise: the personnel of the deputation. As I write I 


have the list of those who composed the 1907 deputation, and note the glaring 


absence of those who might speak at first hand. When we went to Mr. 
Chamberlain and to Mr. Masterman we included two gentlemen who were aliens, 
but who had been in this country upwards of thirty years. They stated their 
own case. The impression they made went a long way towards gaining support 
for our cause. When we waited on the Chancellor we were accompanied by one 
of the gentlemen. Why should not the Board's deputation include two or three 
illiterate aliens, who will be able to explain how they came to neglect learning 
to read and write after arriving on these shores? We can introduce many such 
men, very estimable men, and public-spirited too. They take interest in com- 
munal matters, and their illiteracy has not prevented their gaining considerable 
influence among those they live and associate with. The 1907 deputation was 
influential, but hardly representative of the class affected. The Board has lately 
been subjected to very: severe criticism, here they have an opportunity to 
rehabilitate themselves; are they chastened enough to profit by the lesson” 
To-day they have a good case, receiving considerable attention from all sections of 
the community. What an opportunity! the Board rise to the occasion ?

THE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN SOUTH WALES. 


ATTITUDE OF THE POLICE. 


The conduct of the police engaged in the recent strike riots at Tredegar formed 
the subject of a lengthy discussion at a spetvial meeting of the Monmouthshire 
Standing Joint Committee held at Newport on Friday. Sir HENRY MATHER 
JACKSON presided. 

Mr. A. ONIONS said he objected to paragraph 3 of Clause 3 of the minutes 
which were not received by the County Council, but sent back to the Committee. 
In other words, he objected to that part of the report which eulogised the police 
and so on; indeed, he did not know that the police were altogether blameless in 
the matter of the Tredegar riots. In the first place, according to his information, 
on the Saturday the police had ample warning of what would probably take place. 
Some of the tradespeople, he was told, went to the police station and told the 
police what was likely to take place, but no notice was taken of the information— 
it was rather pooh-poohed—and was not regarded seriously at all. He was further 
informed that the police themselves went to some shops and warned the shop- 
keepers of what might happen, and as a result they had the fronts of their business 
premises protected. Knowing what he contended the police did know, and if some 


people had been organised locally, he argued that the whole thing could have been . 


“nipped in the bud,” and they would not have had to pay the very heavy bill with 
which they had been faced. Further, if rioting bad been prevented at Tredegar, 
he would go so far as to express the opinion that disturbances of a like character 
would not have occurred at other places in the neighbourhood of the Western 
Valleys. Mr. Onions then made specific charges against the police of having 


batoned three persons whom he named, and moved that an inquiry be held into 


these charges, as to whether they had any foundation in fact. 

The CHIEF CONSTABLE (Mr. Victor Bosanquet) said that at the time he 
received the first information the police did not expect any very serious trouble at 
Tredegar. It was absolutely news to him that any information whatever was 
taken to the police-station. If Mr. Onions knew that trouble was impending he 
(the speaker) thought he should have told the superintendent. (Mr. ONIONS: I 
did not know until Sunday). All respectable people of the place, he believed, 
were as surprised as the police when the serious disturbances occurred. The first 
specific charge, as he understood it, was that the police had been cautioned and 
had taken no notice whatever of the caution. His information was that the police 
had no caution. On the Sunday morning when the superintendent went to him 
he gave him certain instructions, and told him first of all to call together the local 
magistrates and get them to use their influence with the respectable people in order 
to try to prevent any serious rioting. He also told him that the trouble was sure 


to spread to similar neighbourhoods. He informed the Home Office of the circum: 


stances, and tried to get extra police. The effort failed, as all the forces were 
taxed to the utmost at that particular time. He believed the local magistrates 


did all in their power to prevent the rioting, and to put some sense into the 
threatening people. 


After further discussion, and as the result of appeals from ‘several members, 
Mr. Onions withdrew his motion, and another motion, affirming the previous 
action of eulogising the conduct of the police, was carried. 


The Clerk reported that £11,913 had already been paid as compensation.

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SIR JAMES BARR ON JEWISH EUGENICS 


AN EXTRAORDINARY DELIVERANCE. 


Last Sunday (as reported in our Provincial columns), an address on ee 
Eugenics,” was delivered by Sir James Barr, L.L.D. (Consulting Physic ars t . 
Liverpool Royal Infirmary, and ex-President of the Lancashire and Cheshire : me 
of the British Medical Association) at the Liverpool Jewish Literary Sockaty. In 
the course of his address, Sir James Barr said :—When I shose National Te

1en 
acquired is quite another matter. There are no gold mines there, so far as | am 
aware, and that obtained from Ophir has long since vanished. The Jews apie 
long since ceased to be tillers of the soil, and I think in the present day more ¥ 
them can be found in the Rand than in Palestine or in the land of Goshen. ten 
manual labour ill becomes your race, you prefer to make the Gibeonites t 1€ 
hewers of wood and drawers of water, but under the stress of circumstances you 
are prepared to 
DO ANYTHING FOR A GOOD FAT LIVING. 
You have survived many persecutions, and the gross barbarities to which many of 
your race have been subjected disgrace humanity. The Jews, scattered all over 
the face of the globe, form integral and important parts of many nations, con- 
sequently have very varied interests but are bound together:by a bond of 
sympathy and brotherly love into a large. but not very harmonious family. 
‘Whether the Jews are ever ready to undertake the fall duties of eitizeuship and 
defend the numerous countries of which they form a part is a moot point. I look 
upon an English Jew as an Englishman, a German Jew as a German, a Russian 
Jew as a Russian, an American Jew as an American, but, apart from compulsion, 
how many Jews are to be found in the armies and navies of those respective 
countries? I know that many German and Russian Jews come to this country to 
escape military service, and a prominent Jew in this city has told me that 
THE JEWS MAKE BAD SOLDIERS. 


A militarv friend does not agree with my Jewish friend, as he says the Jews fight! 
well, and he accounts for the small number of Jews in our army by the fact that 


it does not pay; he maintains that we would have a large increase to the number 


of Jews in our army if the remuneration were better, or if they were occasionally 
allowed to do a little looting. In support of his contention he says that Jews make 
very good boxers, and will take any amount of punishment if the stakes are suffi 

ciently high. On the other hand, I believe it was a Jew who started and kept up 
all the maudlin sentimentality about the proposed fight between Johnson and 
Wells. Such a fight would have been popular with the newspapers—and 

THE JEWS TO SOME EXTENT MANIPULATE THE PRESS— 

as it would have enormously increased their sale. Even the “ cocoa Press would 
have given a full account of the tight, though there might have been much cant in 
their leaderettes. Boxing is not a form of amusement in which I would myself 
indulge, aud [ think these men might find a better outlet for their superfluous 
energy, but I do not see much ‘more harm in watching a well-regulated contest 
than in viewing a football match or a bull tight. You will tind plenty of Jews at 
all those. pastimes. I have no sympathy with those who oppose compulsory 
military service; every male youth, whether Jew or Gentile, should be compelled 
to serve his country for at least two years. This military training would do an 
enormous amount for the physique of the nation, and would largely solve the 
question of unemployment. I advocate the cultivation of the military spirit to 


arrest the decadence of the nation whose virile sons are leaving the country, and 
whose shores are becoming | 


THE DUMPING GROUND FOR THE RUBBISH OF EUROPE. 

There is still plenty of virility left in this country, and if we could only encourage 
its evolution and arrest the decadence which is seen on every hand, the nation 
might yet renew its youth. I don’t know whether the Jews still hold or not that 
they have a Divine mission to be fruitful and multiply and replenish the earth, 
but I think the time has now come when even the Jews might consider the question 
of quality as well as quantity. It is quite true that the Jews have not kept 
themselves pure aud undefiled and unspotted from the world, but on the whole 
their strong religious persuasion has kept them 


A FAIRLY PURE RACE. 

Personally, I have a warm admiration for the Jews. Apart from any admixture 
of Gentile blood, there are large numbers of degenerates among the Jews. It. is 
perhaps a question for the Jews themselves as to where the elimination should 
begin, but from a Gentile point‘of view I would be inclined to start with those 
who charged fifty per cent. and upwards for the loan of their money. 

In the course of the subsequent discussion, | 

Mr. SALISBURY (Postmaster of Liverpool), mentioned his experiences concern- 
ing Jews in South Africa while the war was in progress. There was testimony on 
all sides of their valour in the field, many of them having volunteered to serve. 

Dr. DAMER HARRISSON remarked that in the course of his examination of 
school children, he found that those of the Jewish faith formed the smallest pro- 
portion of those who were mentally and physically inferior. a 

The Rev. I. RAFFALOVITCH referred to the fact that during the war in South 
Africa the Jews who volunteered their services at the front were more numerous. 
in proportion to their numbers in England, than those of any other of the con- 
stituent elements of the British Empire. That alone proved that in countries like 
England and Italy, where the Jewish people were treated on terms of equality, 


they reciprocated by their ardour in serving such countries. In Italy the number 
of eminent Jewish officers was very large. ara

THE RELIGIOUS AND MORAL EDUCATION OF THE JEW. 


BY THE Rev. H. 8. LEWIS, M.A. 


The Rev. H. S. Lewis, M. A., read the following paper last Sunday week at oy 
meeting of the Manchester Maccabeans, which was reported in our provincial 
columns in the last issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE :— 


ltogether like the title of my paper, which seems to imply that 
education are distinct from physical and intellectual educa- 
tion, and that Jewish religion and morality. are quite different from non-Jewish 
religion and morality. The first of these propositions 1s maintained by no thinking 
man. for man is organism, and his education—physical, intellectual and spiritual, 
is the harmonious development of the whole nature. There is more room for 
divergence of opinions with regard to the second proposition, but the present 
paper is written from the standpoint of one who believes that Judaism is a 
branch of universal religion, a3 realised by the members of a certain race. But 
my paper could not at best be more than a short study of a great subject, and I 
therefore welcome the restriction of its scope. Even SO I cannot do more than 
attempt to emphasise a few -points of importance. My first point has been already 
indicated. A healthy body is the fitting habitation not ouly for a healthy mind, 
but also for a healthy soul. Good air, simple food, sufficient exercise and judi- 
cious clothing help to build up character; they have a religious and ethical 
robe. So also 


INTELLECTUAL EDUCATION AFFECTS THE SPIRITUAL NATURE, 
When the mother first stimulates the child’s nascent intelligence, she is also 
beginning his training as a moral being, for the child’s will cannot be. exerted 
until his thought has been aroused. As the child grows older, his intellectual 
training will continue to influence his moral development. If he is, taught to 
think for himself, during his arithmetic lesson, he will probably acquire habits of 
mental honesty and indepewdence which will stand him in good stead in many an 
hour of temptation. If, on the other hand, he is taught ordinary school-subjects 
mechanically, he is likely to be added to the futile list who follow the multitude 
to do evil and to accept nonsensical catchwords as a basis for- acting. Further, 
the teacher is a moral being and cannot give any kind of instruction without instil- 
ling mental and religious lessons. Long before a child is capable of understanding 
abstract moral conceptions, much has been done to render it more or less probable 
that he will acquire the fundamental qualities of courage, truth and love. The 
tones of his mother’s voice, her patience or impatience, her firmness or weakness, 
her affection or carelessness are mighty influences for good or evil. Set lessons in 
morals and religion are only useful in so far as they explain rules of conduct and 
methods of thought which the child sees practised around him in every-day life. 
The religion of formulated theory may.be taught him in synagogue and classroom 
for a few hours each week; the religion which is going to be his effective guide 
throughout life, is acquired insensibly during all his working hours in the school, 
the playground and the home. Parents and teachers may affect a child’s moral 
and religious development by their chavce remarks and instructive actions far 
more than by verbal expositions of doctrine. Children are keen-eyed and they 
soon discover what things really matter to the grown-ups. High-sounding texts 
will weigh little in their estimation as compared with low-pitched actions. If we 
practise the Gospel of getting on, if we admire mean things meanly, if our chief 
aim is to obtain ease or wealth or dignity, we may give our children the most 
excellent theoretical teaching in religion, but it will not bear good fruit. We are 
hindering their spiritual development, and their best chance of living the good life 
is by breaking away from u3 aud marking out a path for themselves. It is a sad 
moment in the life of the young, when they discover that their elders have no 


authentic message to give them on the problems of life. Yet more pitiful is it 
when

is handed down by a father to stifle the spiritual life of the coming generation. 
Those who play this sordid part may have provided their children with the most 
complete system of theoretical ethics and speculative theology; poor unconscious 
humbugs, they little know how far their life belies their fine professions. 

To educate our children right we must be true to the best that we know of 
ultimate realities. But where can this best be found? In other words, what is 
the seat of authority in religion? ‘This question has been answered in four 
ditferent ways by the representatives of different schools of thought amongst the 
Jews. The orthodox Jew would assign supreme authority to the written and oral 
Law. The reformer of the old school would answer in the words of the late 
‘Professor Marks: ‘ For Israelites there is but one immutable law, the sacred 
volume of the scriptures, commanded by God to be written down for the 
guidance of His people until the end of time.” The Conservative Jew of the 
historical schoc! pins his faith in the collective conscience of Catholic Israel. The 
Liberal Jew recognises an element of truth in all these conceptions, but claims that in 
the last resort the supreme guide of man must be hisown conscience. He believes, 
with Walt. Whitman, that Bibles and religions have grown out of man and may 
grow out of man again. He seeks for inspiration not only in the words of the prophets 
and sages of Israel, but also in those of the greatand good of all ages, lands and peoples, 
not only in the past, but also in the present. He bends his ear to listen to the voice 
of God speaking within his own heart. The characte of the religious instruction 
which we give our children should obviously be conditioned by our conception of 
Judaism. Sincerity is of sipreme importance. In giving a Scripture lesson, we 
must teach facts as facts, what we consider to be ‘legends as legends. Whatever 
be our standpoint, we cannot but find much that is beautiful and inspiring in the 
Bible, but we must not pretend that it is historically or morally infallible, if we 
ourselves believe the contrary. If we accept Matthew Arnold’s dictum that 
Miracles vo not happen ” (except those greatest of miracles which are constantly 
with us), we must not supress this conviction during the Scriptu:e lesson. Chil- 
dren delight in the marvellous and seldom find any difficulty in the miracles of the 
Bible. But terrible will be the revulsion of feeling if they discover later that we 
have deliberately lied to them. Let our teaching be reverent and constructive, but, 
above all, devoid of make-belief. So with our teaching of ceremonial. All those 
sections of the community to whom Judaism is more than a mere racial tie, will 
agree that we must explain to our children the meaning of religious 
ceremonial, and that we must impress them with its spiritual value. 
In other respects, there will be wide divergence. How much cere- 
monial are we to observe, and why? The Orthodox Jew will teach his 
children to carry out all the precepts of the Law as the eternal decrees of the 
Almighty. The Conservative Jew will emphasise the value of observances, other- 
wise unintelligible, asa means of maintaining the “ purposive separateness of the 
Jewish race.” The Liberal Jew will teach his children that ceremonials have no 
absolute authority, that they must be maintained only so far as our experience 
shows them to be a means of sanctification, but that we have to seek elsewhere 
for the essentials of religion. Yet the value of many Jewish ceremonies is fully 
appreciated by those of us who adopt this standpoint. They exhibit spiritual 
ideals in a concrete form: They fire the imagination by providing our religious 
life with an historic background. Jewish religious instruction has always been 
associated with the teaching of Hebrew. I hope that this will continue to be the 
case. If Hebrew falls into disuse, the consciousness of our nationality will decline, 
and the tie of brotherhood which unites Jew with Jew throughout the world 
will be dangerously weakened. In existing circumstances, there is a 
strong case for lessening the amount of Hebrew in the synagogue, but it 
should be taught to the children with added vigour, so that it may 
gradually come into its own again for purposes of worship. But it must be 


remembered that Hebrew teaching, although connected with religious instruo- 
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tion, 18 not identical with it. A child may learn a great deal of Hebrew trans- 
lation without acquiring @ particle of religious knowledge. It is outside the 
scope of my paper to discuss the proper methods of teaching Hebrew efficiently, 
but I may be permitted to point out that a serious effort is needed. The study 


of Hebrew requires the devotion of several hours every week to the purpose, and 
probably some other subject must be dropped from the child’s curriculum. Is 
Hebrew worth’ the sacrifice? | 


think it is, but parents should count the cost 
beforehand. At the beginning of my paper, I déctibed the Judaism in which I 
believe, as a branch of universal religion. Let me expand this titlea little, because 
it has an important bearing upon the teaching of religion. Orthodox Jewish 
theology regards divine revelation as limited to Israel, and holds that other 
religions are only true so far as they agree with ours. The liberal religionist 
Jew or Christian, holds that : 


REVELATION IS A NEVER-ENDING. PROCESS, - 

not confined to one race. No creed had a monopoly of truth; every one has 
something to learn from all the rest. And this wholesome mingling of idea: always 
occurs, for men are impressionable, and contact between nation and nation leads 
to diffusion of ideas in both directions. In modern times, this process goes on 
quicker than ever. Railways and steamboats help to break down the barriers 
between nations ; popular education enables men to learn more about the thought 
of the world outside their own little corner. The works of great thinkers are 
translated into every civilised language ; they are popularised in all ‘the news- 
papers of the world. Men may still use ancient formularies, they may still sort 
themselves apart in their places of worship, but they agree more and more in the 
things that matter. The average Jew would be shocked to allow his child to read 
the New Testament, but Christian teaching cannot be excluded from the school. 
room, for we live in a world soaked through and through with a strange medley 
aud from many another system of thought. 
Naturally, Christianity is affected in the same way. The world has left many old 
dogmas of the church far behind. They may be taught, but they are not 


realised ; they are dead or at least moribund; a higher conception of life is about 


to fill their place. This addition to and subtraction from the working creed of 
church and synagogue causes their adherents to share in common a growing stock 
of religious ideas. All sections of religions, orthodox and unorthodox. are thus 
affected ; but only: the latter realise wliat is happening and rejoice in it. They 
look forward toa time, perhaps not far distant, when a purified church and a 
purified synagogue, still retaining their separate identities and deriving strength 


from their own precious memories, will yet enjoy the closest intercommunion for 


the service of man and the service of Gol. In old-time Judaism synagogue and 
school-house stood or fell together. So will it be with liberal Judaism. We 
must do our utmost to prepare the children to face the new problems on the old 
spirit of faith and devotion. We must make them love the Bible, not because it 
contains an infallible message dictated from on high, but because it shows us how 
THE SOUL OF AN INSPIRED PEOPLE RAISED ITSELF, 

with stumbling steps from barbarism towards God. We must teach them to know 
something of their nation’s history, something of the spiritual truths enshrined 
in universal literature, religious and secular. \We must train them in habits of 
reverence and self-control. We must strive so to emancipate their spirit from 
conformity with the world’s low standards of conduct and careless habits of 
thoughtlessness, that they may have “intellect to comprehend their highest duty 
distinctly and force of character to do it.” Finally, I should like to emphasise 
another ‘aspect of religious education which -should appeal to all sections of 
religionists, orthodox and unorthodox. The ethical qualities, usually taught in 
religion classes, are private virtues, kindliness, honesty, truthfulness and purity. 
Sut the vision of true religion 1s more comprehensive. It dreams both of man 
sanctified and of the State transtigured. [It gives us an incentive to strive for 
social justice, for national life, penetrated by religious morality. We have to 
train our children to approved civic and national problems in a religious spirit, 
that they may help to build up the city of God here and now,

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


OUR ‘ABANDONED CHILDREN.” 

The annual distribution of prizes of the Westminster Jews’ Free School took 
place on Sunday afternoon at the Drill Hall, Chenies Street. Mr. CLAUDE Ge 
MONTEFIORE, Vice-President, was in the Chair, and Mrs. Montefiore distributed 
the awards. The proceedings, which took the form of a celebration of the cen- 
tenary of the school, opened with the singing of Psalm cl. by a choir of boys and 
girls. An act from “Much Ado About Nothing” was intelligently played in cos- 


tume. Some part songs, and drill by the girls, gave much pleasure to the large 
audience. 


The CHAIRMAN, in his address, referred to the absence, through illness, of the 
beloved President of the school, Mr. Louis Davidson, to whom they one and all 
would desire to tender best wishes for a complete recovery, (Cheers.) After 
making a sympathetic allusion to the loss the school had sustained by the death of 
Mrs. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore and Mr. Henry Lucas, he said that the school 
was celebrating its centenary, which was almost unique in the history of Jewish 
denominational schools in this country. The school had been originally very 
closely connected with the synagogue now known as the St. Alban’s Place Syna- 
gogue, and he was very glad to welcome the presence of the Minister of that 
synagogue, the Rev. Gerald Friedlander. After referring to the history of 
the school, Mr. Montefiore said in 1883 the school was removed to its 
present premises, still as the Westminster Jews’ Free School, and he 
trusted it would continue to keep that name for many years to come. The work 
had been carried on long before compulsory education had existed in England. Thev 
might say this to the credit of their race. They should not “ butter” themselves 
too much, as some Jews were in the habit of doing, but they had always been 


KEEN ON EDUCATION 


and compulsory education was less necessary for the members of the Jewish race 
than other people. He referred to the fact that some members of the present 
statf had been in the school when it was in Greek Street, including Miss Hertzon, 
the Headmistress, and Mr. Weisberg, the Headmaster. Mr. Weisberg had begun 
to teach as a pupil teacher, when he was fourteen years’ old, in 1875, and had 
been given a class of sixty children to look after. A great many changes had 
taken place since then. The school had come under Government inspection and 
one of the first inspectors had been that famous Englishman, Matthew Arnold, 
who had taken a very great interest in the fortunes of the school. Tater on 
the school passed under the control of the London County Council by the Educa- 
tion Act of Mr. Balfour in 1902. The Act had certain drawbacks but also certain 
advantages. Whereas the school had had a considerable number of Managers 
whereby several persons became directly interested in the school, the number was 
now restricted to four Foundation Managers and two Public Managers. Another 


drawback was that there had to be 


CERTAIN INEVITABLE RESTRICTIONS 


in the number of hours they could devote to Hebrew and religious instruction, 
That drawback had been partially surmounted by the establishment of an extra 
class for Hebrew and Religion, and he was glad to say that although it was a 
voluntary class it was extremely well attended by both boys and girls. But the 
drawbacks were nothing compared to the advantages. The great anxiety about 
money for the proper upkeep of the school had been removed. They were able to 
have a good staff and they were specially fortunate in one of the Public Managers, 
Mr. Yerbury, the representative of the London County Council. It would be well 
if all Jewish Managers of schools displayed the same capacity, zeal and industry. 
The attendance On both sides of the school was extraordinarily good, the percentage 
being over 95 ; and a large number of attendance medals had been gained. Atten- 
tion was devoted to the physical needs of the children, who took part in swimming, 
cricket and other sports. The finances of the school were not in as good a condition 
as they might be. The Committee had to incur expenditure which was not met by 
the London County Council, such as the cost of the Hebrew and Religious instruc- 
tion. They had a deficit of about £100. He regretted that owing to exigencies of 
space they were not able to have an infants’ department. They had no hall, and 
the playground was very inadequate. ‘There was a site available next to the 
School which would cost between five and seven thousand pounds, and they were

to come forward and help them secure this land. Addressing the children, hé 
urged them to feel that the School belonged to them, and that they were respon - 
sible for its reputation. He reminded them that there could be heroes and heroines 
other than those whose names were writ large on honour boards—the heroes and 
heroines who became such by their self-mastery, their self control. He hoped 
that at the end of another century the School would still be to the fore, and still 
doing good work for the honour of Judaism and for the welfare of England. 
(Cheers. )

WITH MR. ISAAC GOLDSTON 


N the course of his article last week on “Our ‘Abandoned’ Children,” 
“Mentor” used the expression which heads this column to describe the 
state of affairs produced by 10,000 of our children being without heligious 
Education on the one hand and the activity of the missionaries towards our 

young on the other. The phrase was none too strong. In the discussion of the 
problem the opinions of an experienced headmaster must be of special value. 
Particularly is this the case with the headmaster 
of the Christian Street School (Mr. Isaac Gold- 
ston) seeing that he has spent twenty-five years 
as a teacher in the East End of London, to say 
nothing of his conduct of the classes at the 
Dalston Synagogue—one of the most efticient of 
their kind in the metropolis. The fact that Mr. 
Goldston is also a member of the Supervision 
Committee of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board and of the Talmud Torah Trust adds 
' still further to the authority with which he 
speaks. 

Mr. Goldston is inclined to turn a critical 
- eye upon the statistics of this problem. He 
points out that the figure of 10,500, given as 
the total of untaught Jewish children, is, to 
some extent, guesswork. The “Jewish Year 
Book,” which is the authority for the estimate, 
calculates that there are 3,000 children in the 
Chedarim. But’ Mr. Goldston looks upon ‘this 
as surmise only. No census has been taken, 
he says, of the pupils in the (‘heder, or even 
of the number of Chedurim themselves. 

The round total of 10,500, however, would be accepted by Mr. Goldston as 
approximating to the truth, if infants—that is to say children between five and 

seven years of age reluctantly excluded by the Jewish Religious Education Board 
some few years since owing to lack of funds—be included. 

And these children should be specially attended to, Mr. Goldston was asked, 
because they are at a particularly impressionable age ? 

“Yes; thatisso. Of course, the lack of sutticient educational facilities is not 
to be found all over London. Tuke the neighbourhood of my own school, for 
instance. In the Christian Street School the Jewish Religious Education Board 
haveaclass. They also have two classes near by—one at Berner Street and the 
other at Chapman Street. Neither of the latter schools is so full as to have to 
refuse education to applicants. Indeed, the superintendents of the two classes 
state from time to time that they have plenty of room in the school and offer to 
accommodate any pupils I may send them. Sometimes I avail myself of the 
offer. But there is no doubt that other districts are not so fortunately situated ; 
and, as I need hardly say, it is not always possible to send children, from what I 
may call the famine areas, to distant places where accommodation is abundant.” 

It is a fact, is 1t not, that the Jewish Religious Education Board has, through 
absence of funds, had to refuse applications for the formation of fresh classes ’ 

“That is so. But I should like to say that it isin hopes of opening a new 
set of classes soon, and also of extending some of the existing ones. Inquiries are 
being made to ascertain where the need is most acute.” | 

Have you ever come across any Jewish children who go absolutely without reli- 
gious instruction? | 

“I have come across some boys, but they are very few, as might be expected 
from what I have said as to the adequacy of facilities in the neighbourhood of the 
Christian Street School. If you go further afield, however—to the neighbourhood 
of Redman’s Road, Trafalgar Square and Bethnal Green- you will find the 
untaught children to whom you refer.” 

As to the intervention of the conversionists at this point, however, Mr. Gold- 
ston differs very materially from the missionaries themselves. If one is to 
believe the latter gentlemen, they step in, heroically, to supply the deficiencies 
of the Jewish community. If Jews will not educate their children, they exclaim, 
then the missionaries, forsooth, have no option but to do the work themselves ! 

‘ But my experience—particularly in the St. George’s-in-the-East district ’— 

- says Mr. Goldston, ‘is that those who attend the missionary societies do not do so 
for educational purposes, but simply and solely because of the creature comforts 
they receive.” 

| The Conversionist Bait. 

What, precisely, are the rewards ? | 

‘‘ Medical attendance, clothing, and other gifts.” 

Are gifts distributed in school time? — 

“Yes, on Sabbath and Sunday afternoons. Last year I was asked to address 
some children inthe Philpot Street Synagogue one Saturday afternoon. WhenI got 
to the Synagogue I found, to my intense surprise, a number of Jewish boys—some 
of them not unknown to me--going to a missionary class facing the Synagogue 
instead of coming to the service provided for them. The significance of this, is 
that although special opportunities of listening to a Jewish teacher were being 
offered, many of the children were still flocking to the conversionists. Well, I 
inquired into one or two cases, and discovered that what had happened was that 
the boys or their parents were receiving medical advice, free of charge, froma first 
class doctor, on the condition that the children attended the missionaries. Ata 
certain meeting at which the mother of one of the boys applied for assistance, she 
was challenged with these facts, and in the presence of more than one realiable 
witness she readily admitted that her boys did attend the conversionists in order to 
get medical benefit, and also that the boys had received warm under-clothing 
during the preceding winter. On my way to Mile End from the Philpot Street 
Synagogue on the same day my attention was drawn to a chapel at the corner of 
Cannon Place, from which numbers of Jewish children were coming, each 
with a parcel under its arms. When it was noticed that I was watching, the 
doors of the chapel were closed, and for some time the children did not appear. 

Upon one occasion, on her way to the service at the Hambro’ Synagogue, 
my own sister had brought from the doors of this chapel no fewer than half-a- 
dozen children. She brought them to the synagogue service, and had managed to 
act similarly on many other Saturdays. Then the authorities of the mission found 
out what she was doing, and stopped it, But the point is, that when she asked the 
children why they went to the missionaries, they admitted without hesitation that 
they went to them for what they could get. After a time the children ceased 
ra the Hambro’ Synagogue, because they found that they could get nothing 

Were these children in receipt of no Jewish religious instruction ? 

8 2n2"* Most probably all were in attendance at the various Jewish religious classes. 

Among the children taken by my sister from the missionaries to the Hambro’ 

Synagogue service on Sabbath afternoon were :—(1) Three sisters, all in atten- 

dance at Stepney Jewish Schools. The father was a consumptive and in receipt of 

a weekly allowance from the Jewish Board of Guardians. (2) Another girl who 

was in attendance at the Jewish Religious Education Board Classes at Rutland 

Street. This girl said that she liked the magic lantern, and the people gave her 

buns. She did not eat the buns, however, fearing that they were trifa!”

- Goldston went on to give some startling facts in support of his belief that 
the pot wat forward by the conversionists for their enticement of Jewish 


children was a hollow and hypocritical pretence. 
A Boy's Confession. 


“ Of eight cases known to me,” he said, “of boys attending the Central Hall, 
Philpot Street (the missionary centre), two were In attendance at the Talmud 
Torah, in Christian Street; four are pupils at the Jews’ Free School; one is a 
pupil at Baker Street Jewish Religious Education Board Classes; and the eighth 
had, and still has, a private Rabbi daily. This latter boy was in the habit of 
going to synagogue in the morning and to the mission in the afternoon! Although 
he had private tuition, his parents were In receipt of assistance from the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. This boy told me that he first went to the Central Hall 
‘for a lark.’ When they told him to say * Jesus,’ he said ‘God,’ with the result 
that he was warned that if he continued this practice he would be thrown out. 
The boy said that he was invited to a magic lantern entertainment and tea, and 
given a shirt. As he happened to be living in Winterton Street, one of his friends 
—another Jewish boy—informed him that the Wesleyan Mission in that street 
gave more things away, Thither, therefore, the lad betook himself. ' They took 
me for an excursion to Chingford,’ the boy stated, ‘and gave my sisters petticoats, 
They promised that if we brought our parents, they would give them clothes. 
Mother came to the Christmas party, and they gave her a frock-coat for father.” 

Ag the result of Mr. Goldston’s intervention, the boy ceased attending the 
missionary premises. : 

“Of the bovs interviewed at different times,” Mr. Goldston proceeded, “ the 
sole reason given for attendance is benefits received. Here is a statement made by 
two brothers, who live in the midst of five centres of Jewish religious instruction 
(four Jewish Religious Education Board Classes and one Talmud Torah): 
‘ Mother had advice and medicine from an excellent doctor, and was not asked to 
pay, as. she had been at the hospital. She also received boots and clothes for her- 
self, one pound towards the rent last year, and ten shillings during last month. 
Mv brother and-I received boots, suits of clothes and undg#lothing. We were 
sent into the country for two weeks during the summer, gd invited to a party 
at Christmas, besides receiving chocolates at other times. We al/ went to shool 
on Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur, but mother attends the sewing-class on 
Tuesdays and the prayer meetings on Thursdays, and we still attend on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and I'ridays.’ ” 


No Questions Asked. 


‘‘T unhesitatingly repeat that it is simply for material benefits, and not f 
education, that the children go to the conversionists. It is a regular thing to see 
crowds of Jewish women at Philpot Street Central Hall at half-past eight on 
certain mornings in the week, clamouring for admission to the doctor. 
people will tell you that no questions are asked them; that the doctor is able to 
converse with them in Yiddish; and that it is more private than the London and 
other hospitals, and the treatment superior. 
the women must attend: prayer meetings and promise to send their children to 
missions. It will probably surprise many of your readers to learn that the 
Barbican Mission, in Whitechapel Road, supplies hundreds of families with 
matzos for Passover. These matzos are given to anybody pleading poverty who 
agrees to stay for the religious service which follows the distribution. It is need- 
less to add that the majority of these people receive similar allowances from the 
United Synagogue.” 

If Jewish children are, as you say, attending both Jewish instruction and 
mission-halls might it not be possible to take them from the missions by making 
the former’s meetings coincide in point of time with the Mission Classes ? . 

‘Yes; but what is to prevent the missionaries altering the hour or day so as 
to avoid the clashing? ” 

If Jewish religious teaching were provided, the children might not be so 
susceptible to missionary blandishments as some of them appear to be ? 

‘* Possibly ; but against that must be set the fact which I have already pointed 
out, that children who do receive Jewish instruction nevertheless attend the mis- 
sions. Personally, I hold that a very small number of the untaught Jewish 
children attend the conversionists, most of those who go being alréady in receipt 
of Hebrew tuition. Even if we provided religious instruction for the neglected 
children, we should not prevent the interference of the missionaries to any great 
extent. For one thing, it is worth remembering that in many cases where Care 
Committees and charitable agencies cannot satisfy the demands of applicants, the 
latter, if parents, threaten to send their children to the conversionists. One man, 
to my own knowledge, threatened, not long ago, that if his boys did not get what 
he asked for them, he would send them to the missionaries and also go himself.” 


The Real Mischief. 


Do the parents, as a rule, know what their children are about ? 

It is difficult to say. Ina great many cases they do not. 
playing about the streets, and are lured into the mission halls. Bus, of course, in 
many other cases, the parents are cognisant of what is going on, but take no steps 
to prevent it on account of the things that are given to the children.” 

I may take it, then, that you do not object so much to the neglect of the 
children, because of any fear of missionaries. These men would attempt the 
children’s religious life, so to speak, whether the little ones be taught or untaught. 
On what ground would you take exception to the children receiving no Jewish 
instruction ? 

‘On the ground that it leads to a general weakening of Judaism, and con- 
stitutes a social danger. Already, my experience leads me to fear that Jewish 
children in East London /inow less and care less for their religion than did the 
children twenty or twenty-five years ago. I should be reluctant to see that state 
of things aggravated by leaving large numbers of those who are to be the 
future community entirely without Jewish religious instruction. The children 
know little and carelessabout Judaism because their parents are not so anxious about 
it. It is quite a common experience to find foreign boys who know next to 
nothing of home Jewish ceremony; and I may mention that in a certain Talmud 
Torah class quite sixty per cent., at a very moderate estimate, of the boys under 
instruction ina particular room were without an Arbang Kanfos. This may not be 
a serious matter in some people’s eyes, but it isa sign of what is going on, for the 
pupils were all children of foreign parents, and I am sure that the discovery I am 
speaking of would not have been possible twenty years ago. If the parents are not 
so keen in regard to the Jewish education of their offspring, they are very keen in 
regard to attendance themselves at the theatres and music halls on Friday night 
and Sabbath. Perhaps asa result of this, nearly all of those seeking admission 
to the picture palace in Commercial Street on Saturday afternoon are Jewish 
children. Onee I stopped to look at them, upon which many of them ran away. 


You may be surprised to hear it, but it is a fact that I have asked foreign-born — 


Jewish boys what is meant by Havdolah and they bave been unable to tell me. It 
is because of such things that I see around me that I do not want matters to 


proper instruction in their faith.” 


Remedial Measures. 


What remedial measures do you advocate ? 

‘Well, I should like to see the Jewish Religious Education Board provided 
with sufficient funds to open classes wherever they are needed. It would also be 
a good thing if we established Sabbath schools and services for the young in the 
districts concerned. 

At present the Sabbath School held at the Jews’ Free School, meets from 
12.30 to 2 on Sabbaths. The distance of the school from the neighbourhoodg

Considerable difficulty has been experienced in finding a site for the projected 
new building of the Hutchison House Club, which it is suggested should house the 
offices of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade as well as the Lads’ Employment Committee. 
There now seems to be a possibility of the premises being rebuilt on the present 
site which might be enlarged by neighbouring properties being acquired. The 
negotiations are still in an early stage, and it is impossible to foretell what may be 


their outcome, though the well-wishers of the three institutions concerned will 


hope for a successful issue. Hutchison House, of which Lord Swaythling is the 
landtord, was recently offered for sale but did not reach the reserve placed on the 
property, and was bought in by the vendor. 
The inauguration of a new season by the North London Grocery Relief Fund, 


to which Mrs. Herman Tuck and a number of enthusiastic eoadjutors still devote 
valuable personal service, draws attention to the dangers which the “ticket” system 


of relief involves. It must be admitted that the North London Fund avoids these © 


dangers to a very great extent, owing to the fact that the benefits cannot be 
obtained anywhere but at the Fund’s own headquarters, where the distribution of 
parcels is under proper supervision. But in other cases, in which various shops 
are empowered to honour tickets by goods, all sorts of imposture and improper 
traffic takes place. The existence of more than one “ticket” charity opens up the 
possibility of the same * case ” obtaining relief four or five times over. The sur- 
plus tickets are sold for cash at a discount and the objects of the issuing charity 
are defeated. It will probably be long before this form of charity-giving is stopped. 
A ticket is a very convenient way ef getting rid of the :mportunate, but as a 
general rule the most importunate are the least deserving. ! 

The project for the establishment of a children’s wing in connection with the 
Home for Incurables is still in the air. It is only in a state of suspension owing 
to the fact that—like other good causes—it is waiting for the benevolent millionaire 
to bring about its realisation. At present statistics are being collected for the 
purpose of demonstrating the need of this addition to the noble pile at Tottenham. 
That it exists is shown by the large number of crippled little ones who each year 
enjoy Sir William Treloar’s bounty at Chanucah time, and some of the visitors of 
the Invalid Children’s Aid Society can bear witness to the sufferings of many a 
helpless Jewish child who would be all the better for the skilled attention only 


_ Owing to the large increase in the number of inmates at the Home for Aged 
Jews a re-arrangement of the wards has become necessary so as to ensure the 
comfort of the old people. A number of the more infirm women have been 
grouped together and an additional attendant has been engaged to assist the Matrons 
in dealing with these cases. %

A Sermon for the Week.

JACOB’S DREAM. 


— 


“Surely the Lord is wn this place, and I knew it not.”—Genesis rria., 17, 


On his way to Haran, the Patriarch is overtaken by the shadows of night. 
The tired wanderer lies down to sleep, with the hard earth for his pillow, and 
his canopy the blue vault of.an Eastern sky. His slumbers are sweetened by 
a dream, which comes to him as a message of God's undying protection. On 
awaking therefrom he is fearfully impressed with the sanctity of the spot in 
which visions of Divine goodness have been vouchsafed to him. Setting up 
the stone on which his head has rested as a monument, he names the place 
“ House of God”; and he registers a vow that if God wil be with him and 
guard him on the way he is going, will give him bread to eat and raiment to 
put on, and will bring him back in peace to his father’s house, the stone he 
has erected shall for ever after be dedicated to divine worship, and of all 
wherewith he shall be endowed he will devote a tenth to sacred purposes. 


The Spirit of Reverence. 


ne cannot help contrasting the religious temperament of the Patriarch, 
who sees visions of divine glory on the roadside and feels the presence of God 
in ordinary places with the tendency of the modern mind to excludé God even 
from His own honse. One of the great needs of our time is the cultivation of 
a spirit of reverence for things unseen. Jaeob made a Bethel of Luz: he 


sanctified the commonplace. We, his descendants, find a satisfaction often in 


secularising that which is sacred. How much we moderns may learn from 
the Patriarchs, who lived in constant communion with the realities of the 
spirit! To them the mountain paths figured themselves as “ altar-stairs that 
slope through darkness up to God.’ They saw processions of ministering 
angels on the way, which filled them with faith and nerved them with courage. 
But we rob life of all its mystery; our prosaic age reduces every sublime 
phenomenon to the level of the material. We. too, could enjoy visions of the 
opening heavens if we saw things with the eye of the spirit. God's goodness 
encompasses us on all sides. His protecting love guides our footsteps. 
Eternally true are the words of the Psalmist: “He will give His angels 
charge concerning thee to guard thee in all thy ways.’ But the episode of 
Jacob’s dream is chietly instructive for the lessons it conveys to us on the 
subjeet of religious worship. The duty of maintaining a reverent attitude in 
the house of prayer has never been more strikingly expressed than in the 
simple words of self-admonition: “Surely God-is in this place, and I 
knew it not.’’ It is the same duty that is impressed upon us in the words 
inscribed above the Ark in our places of worship ANN 
But it is a truth we are constantly forgetting. Our thoughts wander 
to other things: we stare vacantly about us; we grow listless; we 
dreain of every subject but the one which should occupy our thoughts in 
prayer. When at length we awake from our reveries, well might we exclaim 
with the Patriarch: “Surely God is in this house, but I knew it not.” 
* Peradventure my lather will search me,” the Patriarch had said on another 
occasion, I shall appear in His eyes as a deceiver, and call down a. curse 
upon my head instead of a blessing.”” Not perhaps, but surely our Heavenly 
Father searches our hearts, and how often must we appear in His eyes as 
deceivers! 


The Two-fold Quality of Prayer. 


We may learn, then, from Jacob's prayer, what is the true spirit in which 
we should approach our Heavenly Father. As in Jaecob’s case, prayer should 
be the outpouring of a penitent heart. The Patriarch was weighed down by 
the sense of moral failure. Having grievously sinned against his father and 
brother, he must have felt himself unworthy of the divine love which was 
manifesting itself to him in so striking a manner. We, too, in our better 
moments, when we are ashamed of our wrong-doing and would have done 
forever with our guilty past, will feel impelled to crave the divine forgiveness. 
The house of prayer may then become for us a veritable ladder on which 
the burden of a stricken conscience can rise to the mercy-seat, and the mes- 
sage of God’s gracious pardon descend to us in return. And protecting angels 
will descend with it to accompany us on our way, for God's pardon carries 
with it the strength that will save us from future temptations. and lead 
us in the paths of righteousness. Note that the angels in Jacob’s dream 
ascended before they descended. We must ask before we can receive. The 
ladder that touches heaven must take its rise in an earthly foundation. In 
the words of Ibn- Ezra’s comment: 13 Ovo 
Down. And prayers should also be the outpouring of the troubled heart. 
Friendless, Jacob’ pursues his lonely way with a heavy heart. He has bidden 
farewell to the home of his youth. Dangers beset him on all sides. The 
future before him is shrouded in darkness. Trouble, in his case, would have 
deepened into despair if he had not held communion with his Heavenly 
Father. Thus he was not entirely friendless and companionless.. There was 


One above to Whom he could open his heart; an ever-attentive ear into 


which he could pour the tale of his fears; an all-seeing eye that looked down 
upon him in compassion whenever he gazed upwards to the star-lit firmament. 
When we feel ourselves in like distress, forsaken of the world and beaten 
down in the struggle of life, we may draw strength and comfort from the same 


source. We have but to pray the same prayer that God will be with us and 


keep us on the road that we go, and the gracious answer of old will not be 
withheld from us. 
Unanswered Prayers. 


But one reason why many of our prayers are not answered, and do not 
deserve to be, is that we ask too much. How moderate is Jacob’s request! _ 
‘Tf He will but give me bread to eat and raiment to put on, and bring me back 
again in peace to my father’s house.’’ And how these words rebuke the 
extravagance of our modern taste! Who of us is satisfied with food and 
clothes and the shelter of a home? Many of us have a sufliciency of the com- 
forts of life, but we are perpetually craving for more. We are for ever 
creating new desires, banishing simplicity from our scheme of life and estab- 
lishing false standards of living. Those who are rich have so many unsatisfied 
wants that they account themselves poor ; those who are poor make themselves 
poorer still by masquerading in the habits of the rich. And upon all this we 
crave the blessing of Heaven. We pray to be delivered from anxieties that are 
largely of our own making. Oh! that we could offer up the prayer of the 
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Patriarch in all sincerity, learn to be satisfied with small things and to find 


pleasure in simple pursuits, comparing our condition with those who possess: 


less. not measuring our substance by the standard of a larger possesston. 
Prayer and Charity. 


Another feature that should mark our worship is suggested by Jacob's 
final words: “Then this stone which I have set up for a monument shall be 
God's house, and of all that Thou shalt give me I will give a tenth unto Thee.”’ 
Let prayer not be our refuge only in times of trouble and helplessness. When 
the storm has passed over our heads, when our affairs have prospered and we 
bring to God the tribute of grateful hearts, it is then that we realise 
the highest’ ideal of religion. It was in this spirit that Jacob 
vowed to serve God. The stone on which.he had laid his weary head 
which he had bedewed with his tears, was to become the corner-stone of ‘a 
sanctuary. His gratitude to the Giver of all would manifest itself in the 
bestowal of tithes. But note the close conrection between the former part 
of Jacob’s prayer and the latter. “If Thou wilt give me bread to eat and 
raiment to put on,” he exclairns. “ I will devote a tenth part of my possessions 
to Thee.’ It was beeause his wants were so few that he could set apart a 
tenth of his substance to sacred objects. If many of us have ceased to prac- 
tise the ancient rule. it is beeause we need so much for ourselves, Wealth 
and riches multiply, but charities do not increase in proportion. For we have 
come to regard the duty of giving from a wrong standpoint. We look 
upon it as voluntary, whereas the obligation has been. strictly defined for us. 
A tenth of our.possessions belong to God, to the poor, who are His special 
care. “Shall a man rob God? Yet ye have robbed Me. But ye say 
wherein have we robbed Thee ? in tithes and. offerings.’ Proportion thy 
charity,” says a quaint English writer, “to the strength of thy estate, lest 
God proportion thy estate to the weakness of thy charity.” Thus we are led 
in this study of Jacob's dream from the subject of prayer to that of charity, 
which is prayer expressing itself in practice. “Of all that Thou givest me I 
will consecrate a tenth unto Thee.” Thus not our wealth only, but our time 
and thought and opportunities must likewise pay their toll of personal service. 
How much we all have to be grateful for beyond the mere food and clothing 
and shelter which satistied the Patriarch’s simple wants! Shall we not mani- 
fest our gratitude by devoting what we can spare, and something even of what 
we cannot, to relieving those from whom, in the inscrutable plans of Provi- 
dence they have been withheld? So will prayer tend to realise itself, and the 
house of God fulfil its ancient purpose of a place of sacrifice and a temple of 
charity. 


Dr. Hochman and Jewish Innovations. 
A Reply. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—Mr. Abrahamson is right in reporting that one of the speakers at 
the Birmingham meeting (Dr. Daiches, of Sunderland) complained that the 
rapidity of my utterance had made it difficult te follow. He should have added 
- that I challenged the statement, and it was cried down from eyery part of the hall. I 
have no reason, therefore, to fear that his fears of harmful misunderstandings are 
justified. The discussion showed a clear understanding of mv contentions. They 
were, mainly, that our synagogues were, and should now be, more than places of 
worship; that they were, and should again be, the tentres of Jewish national 
life; that in every State:a// synagogues should be united ina Jewish national 
organisation with a central body of representatives from all synagogues 
in the State; that a Chief Rabbi head the central body and Rabbis the syna- 
gogues; that the power of veto hitherto—in England—vested in the Chief 
Rabbinate be transferred to the central body ; that, subject to this veto, «// syna- 
gogues enjoy local autonomy ; that all contributions be to the central body and 
all institutions be maintained from the central body. Existing anarchy necessi- 
tates the postponement of the last provision. It would follow naturally from the 
others. My contentions make for umty without uniformity; for centralisation 
without crushing that “ chevra ~ spirit which can only be crushed with Judaism 
itself. They preserve self-government, save Jewry from anti-Jewish “ Popery,” 
place no premium on any one school of thought or type of Rabbi, leave to the 
Rabbi the authority of learning and character, beyond which he has no rightful 
claim—and should have none; secure the freedom which is essential to true 
religion and discourage the hypocrisy which is the curse of ourage. They would 
increase the interest of every individual by increasing his responsibility and 
ultimately supersede the Board of Deputies with a truly “Home Rule” Jewish 
Parliament. 

This is the ideal. Mr. Abrahamson, my Birmingham auditors, and all 
who would save their children to the faith and people of their fathers, can 
work towards the ideal by securing the three resolutions which were quoted by 
Mr. Jessel in his Rabbinate speech (reported in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of 
November 10th) as having been put forward by a Committee which included the 
late Lord Swaythling (then Mr. Samuel Montagu) who, in this as in so much else, 
proved himself gifted with the instinct of genius. They were :— 

(1) The creation of a central board as representatives from constituent syna- 
gogues, possessing the power of veto hitherto vested in the Chief Rabbi. 

(2) Local autonomy subject to the veto. | 

(3) Alteration of the constitution of the United Synagogue so as to include 
the West London Synagogue of British Jews. : | 

To-day we should read after the word include “any synagogue in the United 
Kingdom.” It may be necessary to add, at present, the words “for purposes 
other than financial administration.” 


To be more explicit’ would entail my requiring for this letter the space I

THE JEWISH POSITION. 


MR. G. K. CHESTERTON’S VIEWS. 


A large audience gathered to hear Mr. Chesterton at the West End Jewish 
Literary Society last Sunday. Dr. HOCHMAN, who presided, congratulated Mr. 
Chesterton on his courage in coming into such a den of critics, who were going 
to demolish him, after he sat- down. 


Mr. CHESTERTON began by saying that he did not look forward to the 
evening’s discussion, and like the Chairman, he congratulated himself on his own 
courage. He felt sure that before the evening was over he would be in a minority. 
But he was fond of minorities and had been in them often. He had come there 
that evening to learn and not to teach, to know what the Jews themselves 
thought on the question, and to hear what solutions they had. He was convinced 
that the Jews understood the problem better than he. There was, however, one 
misunderstanding he must ask them to throw off. People thought, and said, that 
he was an anti-Semite, and hated Jews. Nothing could better misinterpret his 
views. The idea had been circulated owing to a correspondence which he had 


helped to keep running in the Nation, a paper edited by a friend of his, and owned | 


by some of his acquaintances. Mr. Chesterton went on to say that the broad- 
minded Jew was a difficulty and an offence in Europe; the narrow-minded Jew 
was an excellent fellow, whom one admired and regarded with an amount of 
veneration as one did any other great relic of antiquity, such as the Pyramids. He 
had Jewish friends, none more stsunch. He had written this to the Nation and 
was glad to say itagain. The Nation had never taken upon itself to attack the 
questionable actions of the Jews. There was a type of Jew who was a traitor in 
France anda tyrant in England. The same could be said for a type of English- 
man. But this type did not represent the Jewish race. 


WHAT DID THE JEWISH ‘QUESTION ALL MEAN? 


Accusations were not so often repeated unless there were some reasons, 
real or imaginary. To him the explanation seemed to be this: The Jews 
were a people with all the component elements of civilisation. They were the 
only real civilised people in the world, born civilised. You never saw the Jew in 
the making as you did other peoples. Who had heard of a Jewish yokel ora 
really stupid Jew? The absolute clod was unknown among them. <A Jew was 
either a saint or a scoundrel. He could name two saints amongst his Jewish 
friends (their names would not be recognised, because saints usually passed 
unnoticed) and he knew a great many scoundrels (they would be known if men- 
tioned, but they would not be recognised in that category). There was no such 
thing asa clown among Jews. The problem then was this: This people born 
civilised was scattered amongst the other nations of the world, exposed to all their 
moods of irritation and reaction. A race older than Rome, and more important, 
older than the decline of the Roman Empire, the Jews had been a definite feature 
in the Roman Empire. They were born out of a religion sincere and overpowering 
in its vividness. The Jews had been going about in a curious thing called 
Europe, cut up into various nationalities, that had ideals which to the Jews 
amounted to types of idolatry. Christian nations had, for good or for evil, settled 
down to the worship of mountains, rivers, towns, places, etc.; they had come to 
deify almost the lands of their birth. The Jews had another philosophy. They 
thus presented the problem of a universalist race wandering amongst peopies 
who were convinced that God does dwell in detinite shrines. How had the problem 
worked? ‘There were, roughly, two kinds of Jews, rich and poor. Speakiog 
generally, as in most other communities, 
THE POOR WERE NICE AND THE RICH WERE NASTY. 
One class, in their eagerness that Judaism should endure, had erred on the side of 
concentration, joining in things with zeal and industry, and 1 strict observance 
of tradition. Without land of their own, they had created a nationality amongst 
other nationalities. The other effect was the futile attempt of the heroic task 
iuspired by enthusiasm to keep the flag flying; but there would always be a large 
number slipping away. If the Jew was ready for his mission it was well. But if 
he were not read;, what happened? He lost all enthusiasm for his own nation 
aud remained indifferent to any other. How could a Jew, say in Ireland, when a 
Home Rule Bill is discussed, cast in his lot? Hecould not be a patriotic Irishman 
however hard he tried. Mr. Chesterton agreed in essence with the Zionistic ideal 
in Judaism. It seemed to him a logical solution of the question. He concluded 
by saying that the problem was not whether you liked Jews or not. It was this: 
The whole system of society is national—where are the Jews? The history of 
Israel showed that only two descriptions corresponded to the facts of the people’s 
aeeay There was the orthodox Christian theory and the orthodox Jewish 
theory. 
Mr. H. S. REITLINGER, in opening the discussion, agreed in the main with 
Mr. Chesterton’s conclusions, but differed from his premises. He thought 
that if the speaker had taken up the Jewish Prayer Book he would see the Jewish 
love of locality and longing for Zion on almost every page. He also differed from 
Mr. Chesterton in his opinion on the pre-eminence of Jewish brains. The Jews 
were not a more clever people, but they developed earlier. 

Mr HORACE B. SAMUEL said that the criterion was race, not religion or 
nationality. The problem was: were the Jews an economic asset to the peoples ? 
Mr. Chesterton had adopted the wrong standard, and: had taken an obsolete view. 
There were, to his mind, three causes for the anti-Jewish bias: The hereditary 
vendetta caused by the death of Jesus, the sociological question, and the predomin- 
ance of Jewish brain power. 3 

Mr. E. LESSER was disappointed at the treatment of the subject. Mr. 
Chesterton’s paradoxes had led him into giving expression to strange arguments. 
He made a plea for Zionism and traditional Judaism, but had not dealt with 
the large section of Jews who could not be classed among these types. He would 
have liked to hear Mr. Chesterton’s views on intermarriage. | 


Mr. LEWIS said that Mr. Chesterton had left out of calculation that increasing | 


body of Jews who found themselves out of sympathy with traditional Jewish 
observances. 

‘Mr. E. LEVINE said that Mr. Chesterton had told them no new thing. He 
had ignored the fact that the message of Judaism, according to non-Zionists, 
meant the spreading of Israel among the nations of the world. 

Mr. BESSO, Mr. PYKE, Mrs. FRANKLIN and Miss FRANKLIN continued the 
discussion. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Chesterton, emphasised 
the fact that the Jews were a national asset wherever they were. Jewish 
thought dominated every movement in the world. The conditions of bigotry in 
the Middle Ages were responsible for the Jews’ aptitude for business and finance. 
But the Jew was necessary for the world’s progress. He would like to see Jews 


recognised as a part of the nation, in the same way as Irish and Welsh formed a 
section of the English people. 


A Criticism of Mr. Chesterton. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.”’ 

SiR,—Opinions may differ as to the wisdom of the executive of the West 
End Jewish Literary Society in inviting Mr. Chesterton to lecture on the “ Jewish 
Problem,” but all will agree that it was a broad-minded step. 

It cannot, however, be said that the lecture proved to be its justification. It 
was but a feeble resurrection of the pronouncement of the late Professor Goldwin 
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Smith about thirty years ; 
the time by the ber Chet ee was vigorously and effectively demolished at 

Like the Professor, Mr. Chesterton contends that religious Jews feel the 
attraction towards Zion so overpowering a force that should it at any time involve 
a@ course of action opposed to the interests of the British Empire, those interests 
were, he considered, in danger of being disregarded to the peril of the State. Having 
regard to the recognised ability of the Hebrew race he thinks this supposed possi- 
bility a serious matter, but he did not show why the possession of political rights 
by naturalised foreigners coming from other nations was not open to the like 
objection. It, therefore, seems clear that his attitude is based on prejudice, not 
un reason. It is but fair to recognise that he confessed to some ignorance of the 
Jewish position, and it is only such ignorance that can excuse his attitude. He 
pleaded for information—but on what ? Thinking that he might be under some 
inisapprehension about the meaning and aims of the movement known as Zionism, 
I rose with the intention of reassuring him that it makes no pretension to herald 
the approach of the Messiah, or the formation of an independent Jewish State. 
It was, however, too late for me to speak, and so I venture to crave your hospitality. 

Notwithstanding imperfections, Mr. Chesterton’s performance is, however, 
not without some interest and significance. It shows that a cultured author, who 
is in English politics a pronounced Radical and Home Ruler, can be as reactionary 
as & ¢ Real Russian” on the Jewish Problem, and be content to rely on his 
imagination for the facts. The only semblance of a solid fact which he adduced 
was that in his own neighbourhood in Bucks he knew of no Jewish agricultural 
labourer. Perhaps there are none, but if he need any, may I venture to suggest 
to him to advertise for some in the Jewish Press offering attractive conditions, and 
then ‘‘ wait and see.”

Ottoman citizenship” If, as vour correspondent would wish us to infer, all that 
Zionism aims at is to exchange English, French or German for Ottoman 


citizenship in the Jew it will not get the Jew very far along the road to a worthy 


future, valuable component as the movement may be preparing for the Ottoman 
Empire.

A UNION OF SHOCHETIM. 


A NEW ORGANISATION, 

[‘‘ Jewish Chronicle Special. ] 
The Shochetim of the United Kingdom are organising. They have formed 
’ and preliminary meetings were held 
last week in London preparatary to a general Conference, which is to take place 
shortly. Mr. S. Van Thal is the Secretary for London, and Mr. L. Abrahamson 
is Hon. Secretary for the provinces. Mr. Abrahamson was good enough to 
explain to a representative ‘of the JEWISH CHRONICLE something of the new 
—-€, objects,” he said, “are to obtain for every killer a living wage ’—a 
somewhat paradoxical idea, when one comes to think of it. ** By this,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘we hope to raise the standard of Shochetim generally. Some 
Shochetim, especially in the provinces, are paid wretched wages, wages 
that cannot keep body and soul together. One piece of work that 


the Agudas will undertake will be to make enquiries when a Shochet 


is dismissed from a congregation. We shall get to know whether there 
has been any bad treatment of the Shochet by the congregation, or whether 
the Shochet is to blame. In the former case, we may possibly intervene. 
In the latter case, we shall take care that the man is brought to book. We will 
thus be able, as it were, to guarantee Shochetim, and membership of our Agudas 
will be a hall-mark to the Shochet. We further hope to accumulate public funds 
so as to make grants to Shochetim in congregations where the congregations are 
unable to pay the living wage; as well as for forming a special superannuation 
fund for Shochetim who are no longer able, by reason of age, to perform their 
See vod see,” continued Mr. Abrahamson, “in the smallest congregations the 
Shochet is a necessity. If only one or two families are resident ina place, they 
must have a Shochet, but they cannot always pay for one a sufficient salary to allow 
the map to livein decency and fair comfort. We have all the London Shochetim 
already in our Union, and about 100 from the Provinces.” __

That unless the following demands were conceded, the Congregation withdraw their 
Shochetim from the Shechita Board; (a) that the Federation s demand for a weekly sub- 
vention towards Rabbi Hurwitz's salary be granted: (4) that the Congregation receive an 
increased weekly grant.in view of the fact that they supply the services of two Shochetim 
to the Board.

Is Another Synagogue in Belfast Necessary? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,—In your issue of 24th November, Mr. Samuel Freeman has a letter on 
the above subject. As my name is mentioned by him in connection with this 
matter, I claim your courtesy to afford me space for a reply. 

Mr. Freeman, in his epistle, insinuates that I am animated by a“ revolu- 
tionary spirit,” but seeing that I have been a member of the Committee of every 
Jewish society and institution in Belfast, in common justice I fail to see why such an 
unfounded allegation should be preferred against me, having regard to the fact that 
I have been associated with these bodies for a number of years. Mr. Freeman 
seems to take pride in the fact that 200 children in the City of Belfast are 
receiving Hebrew and religious instruction. May I respectfully ask him how 
many of these children were attending school until three years ago? . The reason 
is best known to himself and the Jewish community. 

As regards Mr. Maurice Goldring’s purchase of land to form a Beth 
Hachayim, I may observe that Mr. Goldring did not purchase the land with the 
sanction of the Jewish community at large, and to substantiate this statement | 
may say that only fifty members of the Jewish community pay 2d. per week, 
which is proof that the land was not purchased with the general sanction of the 
community. 

As to my attitude in urging that a new synagogue is required in Belfast, Mr. 
Freeman expresses his ‘amazement and astonishment.” How can he be amazed 
and astonished seeing that public meetings were held and a large hall was rented 
for the high festivals, when between 150 and 200 people attended the services. 
To say the least it seems inconsistent in Mr. Freeman to take exception to the 
proposal of a large proportion of the Jewish'community in Belfast in this matter of 
having a new synagogue, seeing that he himself was not in favour of erecting the 
present one in Annesley Street. I may add that no later than last year a petition 
drafted by myself and signed by sixty voting members was handed to Mr. Free- 
man to be brought before the annual meeting of the synagogue at which I was 
present, and I requested that the petition should be read, and he being 
Vice-President refused to do so. Seeing the manner in which we were then 
treated, or rather ill-treated, how could he expect us to approach him again in 
regard to what he is pleased to term our “ supposed difficulties ” ? 

I emphatically deny that it is the object of those who wish the establishment 
of a new synagogue, as Mr. Freeman suggests to undermine . . . the united front 
the Belfast Jewish community has hitherto been able to present to all other 
denominations in the city, and I trust when our appeal is made to Jewry generally 
and in Belfast in particular, that funds will be forthcoming to further the object 
we have in view, which is most urgently needed. |

Sir,—I am greatly surprised to see in your issue of last week that Myr. Samuel 
Freeman points out tothe readers of your widely-read paper that the majority of the 
members of the Belfast Hebrew Congregation, including Mr. Freeman himscif, were 
amazed and astonished that a new svnagogue was urgently needed in Belfast. 

can assure you, Sir, it is needed, and on that account the Committee of the old 
Chevra Kadisha. with the new Building Committee, have for the ‘past five months 
laboured strenuously and with unceasing efforts for the welfare of the community at 
large. The very fact, that during the High Festivals the Annesley Street Svnagogue 
was crowded, and that over 300 assembled to worship in a hall procured by the Old 
Chevra Kadisha, will absolutely prove to your readers, the necessity for another 
synagogue in this city. The Jewish population of Belfast has greatly increased and 
the figures of the recent census showed this very clearly, I quite agree with Mr. Free- 
man that there are 200 seats vacant. I would ask, Sir, have you ever seen or heard that 
in a place of worship, seats should be branded in four-inch letters “FREE SEATS”? 

Of the 200 empty seats referred to, 120 are branded. This matter was put before the 


officials, but with no result ; therefore I should not be at all surprised to see that 297 seats 


on the ground floor will be empty at the end of the year, if the officials, including Mr. 
Freeman, do not change their principles in the management of the synagogue. 

It may interest your numerous readers to know that a Chevra Kadisha was founded 
here thirty years ago, and was carried out to everyone’s satisfaction, until two years ago, 
when, at the instigation of three or four officers of Annesley Street Synagogue, who were 


led by a “revolutionary spirit to break, destroy and frustrate ” the good and holy work of. 


this Chevra, there was established a new Chevra Kadisha in opposition to the one 
existent. A plot of land was then procured and bought at a large cost without the 
knowledge of the old Chevra Kadisha. Then there followed a poll-tax of 2d. per week 
without the consent of the majority of the members of the Chevra Kadisha, and let me 
tell you, Sir, that the majority of the members of the old Chevra Kadisha were, and are, 
members of the Annesley Street Synagogue. These officials, in their “revolutionary 
spirit,” would like to “ break, destroy and frustrate” the old Chevra Kadisha, that its 
capital should be put into their bands, so that it would be put out of existence entirely 
for the sake of a plot of ground which they so dearly bought 0» their own account. The 
poor people (who are labelled in the synagogue as poor by the words “free seats” to dis- 
tinguish them from the paying members) and who can with difficulty pay 9d. per month 
to the old Chevra would, if it were non-existent, be compelled to pay 2s. 8d. to the 
Annesley Street Synagogue; otherwise they could not become members of the New 
Chevra Kadisha, and all their payments into the old Chevra would count as nought. Of 
course, this is acting in the interests of the poor. 

Already £350 has been subseribed for a new synagogue by the members of the eld 
Chevra Kadisha and also by the very members of the Annesley Street Synagogue, which 
is a proof in itself that another synagogue is urgently needed. :

Descended from a well- 
known stock of Rabbis, the deceased was great in learning, great in piety, and 
great in the influence for good which he wielded upon 
all who were brought into communion with him.-: As 
a friend he was admired, and as an adviser and guide 
he was loved. He had a large heart for the poor, and 
was of the kindliest of men. His residence in this 
city for over twenty-one years had made the name 
venerated and respected by non-Jews and Jews alike. 
Some two years ago a foreign Jew was accused of. a 
certain crime, and was tried at the Durham Quarter 
Sessions. Mr. Morris and his son, Mr. Barnett 
Morris, convinced of the innocence of the accused, 
defrayed the cost of the defence, and Mr. Barnett 
Morris volunteered to act as interpreter at the trial. 
The Counsel for the Crown objected on the ground 
that Mr. Morris had interested himself in the defence, 
whereupon Judge Greenwell, Chairman of the Bench, 
remarked, ‘ We have every confidence in Mr. Morris, 
who bears a name which stands for honour and 
integrity.” Surely a striking and well-merited tribute! Asan everlasting monu- 
ment to his unselfish labours and absolute devotion to his religion stands the 
synagogue in Durham, which he founded.-—D. I. S.

And when I say English Jew I am sensible of the fact that 
very frequently the terms Jew and Englishman are used as though they stood in 
contradistinction to each other. Very often our fellow-citizens speak of Jews and 
Englishmen, instead of Jews and Christians. There is no contradiction between 
the Jew and the Englishman; there is completest identification of interest and of 
duty. We Jews know very well that the more loyal we are to our faith the more 
we pave the way to the respect of our Christian fellow-countrymen. And our 
Christian friends know very well that in encouraging all denominations to be true 
to their convictions, and to lead lives in conformity with their conceptions of reli- 
gious duty they may be, perhaps, increasing the number of denominations, but 
they are increasing the strength and the firm foundations of the character of this 
great country. And if one might say that there is such a thing as superlativism 


in love and loyalty to England, if anything. we Jews must love 
England even more than its own sons who are Christians, because 


to the ordinary feeling of loyalty which the ordinary Christian Englishman 
feels, we Jews add a love, a reverence, a gratitude, a pride, a feeling of desire to 
do and be our best for the sake of our beloved country. It is a feeling too strong 
for any Jew to put into words; it can only be shown in the lives that for England's 
sake we endeavour to lead. To-morrow we await words that have an important 
bearing upon the material strength of our country. Whatever be that strength— 
and God grant it may ever be equal to our needs—the source of England’s great- 
ness must ever be the character of its citizens, the purity of their lives, the unsel- 
fishness of their dispositions and the response that they give to the dual claim 
made by love of God and love of their fellow-man. 

After. the service, the visitors and members of the Committee, with 
their wives, were entertained to tea in the Committee-room by Mrs. 
P. Cohen, wife of the President. Earlier in the day, the Rev. A. A. Green 
examined the Hebrew Classes and complimented the Rev. S. Fogelnest on his 
efficient teaching andthe Education Committee on their excellent work.

FORTIETH ANNUAL REPORT. 


. The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association has issued its annual report, 
which will be presented at the general meeting to be held in Bristol on Sunday, 
the 10th inst. As the year in which the report is issued marks the completion of 
forty years of existence of the Association, a brief comparison is made of the situa- 
tion of the Jews in the countries in which the Association carries on its operations 
as it was in 1871, with that which obtains in the present year. In the first-named 
year : 

The position of the Jews in Eastern Europe and in Oriental countries was a 
sombre one, but, with the exception of Russia and Roumania, their position in these 
regions has greatly improved. In the early years of the existence of the Association 
scarcely a week passed without letters and telegrams reaching the office from Jewish 
communities in the Balkans, Arabia, Persia, Morocco, Tripoli or Tunis, appealing for 
help against the persecutions and outrages, official and unofficial, to ahiek they were 
subjected. Thanks in great part to the vigilance of two organisations that era of 
oppression, save in two notorious plague spots in Europe, has practically ceased, though 
cases of persecution still occasionally arise in Morocco and Persia, owing to the impo- 
tence of the central authorities. The improved situation is also largely due to the 
benevolent interest which has been invariably shown by the British Government, 
irrespective of party, whenever representations were made to it by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, at first acting alone, and since 1878 by this, Association in conjunction with 
the Board of Deputies, through their Conjoint Foreign Committee. 

The growth of the Association’s educational work in the forty years is shown 
‘by the fact that whereas the grants voted by the Council in the year 1873-74 
amounted to the modest sum of £170, in the financial year 1910-11 the subventions 
totalled £4,157. In the first year of its existence the Association had three 
branches ; it now has thirty-six. The balance-sheet for the same year showed an 
income of £641; that of the past year indicates that £4,460 passed through the 
hands of the Treasurer. ~ . 

RUSSIA. 

In the review for the year 1910-11 of the situation of the Jews in various 
countries the passages which arrest most attention are those dealing with 
Russia and Roumania. Few facts are recorded respecting the first-named country, 


which had not previously been made public; the following comment on them, 


however, will be read with painful interest :— 


But the sombre facts here baldly registered do not give any idea of the régime of 
oppression and intolerance and the consequent misery under which the Jews of Russia 
have to live. very month brings fresh and fresh turnings of the screw. Each particular 
turn may in itself be small, but their cumulative effect—both direct and indirect —is 
terrible, for the turnings are all, or almost all, in) one direction. | Every month the 
economic distress becomes more acute, so that life itself becomes hardly worth the living. 
And who shall measure the mental and moral effects? Who shal reckon the tale of 
hopelessness, of dull depression, of daily and hourly discomfort and misery? Who can 
count the number of parents who have to see their own children inadequately fed, 
inadequately clothed, inadequately housed’ The sheer amount of Russo-Jewish sorrow 
is incalculable. Poverty is becoming vearly more acute; itsarea isextending. Itspeaks 
wonders for the moral stamina of the Russian Jews that they have not sunk ander their 
heavy burdens of wretchedness and oppression. | 


ROUMANIA, 

The chapter on Roumania is, as usual, instructive, for it presents a most 
authoritative insight into the ever-changing political situation in that country, 
without, however, any beneficial change in the civil and political status of the 
Jews. The chapter opens with the following general remarks :— 


The situation of the Jews in Roumania (who now number not more than about 
210,000) has not improved in the least in the course of the last vear. If it has not grown 


much worse, the reason is that it scarcely can grow worse than it is now. as the economic, 


pressure has reached its maximum. Hardly a loophole is left in the tightly+woven meshes 
of regulations and prescriptions, so as to allow the Jew to earn an honest and peaceful 
livelihood. It would require extraordinary ingenuity to add to the number of prohibi- 
tions and restrictions which make the life of the Jew in Roumania intolerable. Fortu- 
nately, the change of Government, the internal political troubles and the fight of parties, 
have not yet allowed the Roumanian Parliament to take up any fresh legislative activity 
But the relief which was expected from the change in Government, sight though it was 
to be, has not come. 

Various cases of restrictive regulations and the results to which they have led, 
are cited. Not the least important is the noteworthy fact that 


In the north of Moldavia, according to special investigations, the Jews have almost 
entirely left the villages. There are villages in which some years ago there were 250 
and 300 Jews; now scarcely ten Jews are left, thus proving the baselessness of the allega- 
tions that the Jews had caused the peasant riots of 1907. Must of those former inbabi- 
tants of the villages drifted into the larger towns, and have increased tliereby the 
economic pressure, and the difficulties of earning a proper livelihood. New legislation 
is contemplated, by which Jewish teachers will be eliminated more and more from 

rivate Jewish schools, and further restrictions are to te made cencerning the number of 
Jews to be received in public bospitals. . . . It must be remembered that each year 
always brings additional restrictions. It isthe cumulative effect of this continual growth 
of laws and regulations which reduces the position of the Jews in Roumania to one of 
intolerable misery, unparalleled in the modern and medieval history of the Jewish race. 
The policy of economic starvation, threatened by the late M. Stolypin, which caused 
such widespread consternation and anxiety among the Jews in Russia, has been fully 
realised in Roumania. 7 

THE SCHOOLS. | 

The “Schools” portion of the Annual Report shows that subventions were 
given to educational institutions in Greece, Roumania, the Turkish Empire, India, 
Morocco, and Egypt, the pupils at which exceeded 10,500. Great stress is laid by 
the teachers of English in various important commercial centres on the influence 
which a knowledge of that language exercises on the after life of the students, 
many of whom find good situations with merchants who have business relations 
with England and America. Mr. J. Afriat’s report on the English Classes taught 
by him in Alexandria, is particularly emphatic as to the important r6lé which the 
language playsin Egypt. Hesays: | | 

The knowledge that English has become absolutely indispensable in this country, 
and the fact that those of their former comrades who are acquainted with this language 
occupy brilliant posts certainly tend to encourage the pu ils to take a keener interest in 
the study of English. The boys endeavour to make the most of their knowledge of 
English, and are not less proud that they are able to correspond with English “ cousins 
through the Jewish CHRONICLE'S “ Young Israel League.” Their relations with the 
League have, I am glad to say, stimulated their Jewish feelings. Blatter Bey, of the 
Army of Occupation, has made us a gift of a good English library containing books by 
the best authors. This has proved a great benefit to the students in the more advanced 
classes. The bovs are fond of English games, and have formed a football team of their 
own. I have encouraged their games to a great extent, and aim glad to say that they 
have proved good players, and have won many matches against other school teams. 
These pupils | Class 1} had a unique experience last June. Through the courtesy of one 
of the officers of H.M. flagship, the “ Bacchante,” we were allowed to visit the ship. 
We were shown round, and the working of the machinery was explained. The pupils, 
. who had already had lessons in physical science, were able to appreciate the descriptions 

given. The we de were greatly surprised to hear the children speak English so fluently. 

Equally noteworthy work is doneat a where (says Mr. E. J. Dempster, 
who teaches English to both boys and girls), “four girls of the superior class sat 
at the French Legation for an examination corresponding approximately to the 
Junior Oxford or Cambridge Local, and all passed and quite distinguished them- 
selves in English, which they took in preference to Spanish, their mother tongue.”

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
DR. KOHLER’S TREATISE ON JEWISH THEOLOGY. 


:xpectation of the early appearance of an English edition of Dr. K. Kohler’s 
work led me to postpone a formal review of it in the German form (‘‘ Grundriss 
einer systematischen Theologie des Judentums,” Leipzig, G. Fock; price 6s., or 


to subscribers for the series 4s.). But as we now are assured that a considerable 
interval must still elapse before the Principal of the Hebrew Union College pre- 
sents his work in English dress, it would be culpably neglectful to defer a notice 
of it in its original condition. Even now, however, my impulse is not tocriticise 
but to praise. 

The delay has not been altogether regrettable. For one can now eulogise the 
work after use instead of upon mere perusal. Dr. Kohler’s treatise, indeed, 
belongs to the type which, admired at first sight, becomes a bosom friend on closer 
acquaintance. This abiding appreciation will, I am certain, be shared by all 
readers. A colleague of mine in Cambridge, not a professed theologian, though 
well qualified to judge, recently remarked to me that he had never realised the 
profundity of Jewish theology, the purity and universal applicability of its principles, 
and the wide scope of its interests, until he read Dr. Kohler’s illuminating treatment 
of a subject which has now, for the very first time, been reduced to system. Dr. 
Kohler has earned the right to rank as the Zunz of Jewish theology: And just 
as Zunz not merely made the liturgy easier to study, but roused fresh enthusiasm 
for its contents, so Dr. Kohler, besides making Judaism more intelligible, has 
succeeded in making it more loveable. | | 

Before the Mendelssohnian age it would have been unreasonable to expect 
such a theology. What occupied the medieval writers of the synagogue, on the 
theoretical side, was the personal reconciliation of reason with revelation; they 
were systematic only on the practical side. They coditied law, not theology. 


Maimonides, indeed, was a pioneer in this theoretical direction also, but his 
effort for 


was a while frustrated, first, by the pressure of mysticism, 
and later’ by the influence of Mendelssohn. “The Jews ‘had a 


revealed law nota revealed religion,” said Mendelssohn. Dr. Kohler does well 
to start off with this perverse saying of the great founder of modern Judaism. For 
a while, no doubt the compromise: ** Believe as you will but do as J will” might 
and did work satisfactorily. But seeing that, in the final resort, action is based on 
belief, Judaism needs for its vitality a systematic analysis of belief. But what 
belief? The beliefs of to-day or of a millennium or two back ’—the belief for our 
time of Geiger or of S. R. Hirsch? Dr. Kohler adopts the only possible method, 
vis @ visthe varieties of Jewish opinion, and as his is a systematic presentation, 
so is his method the /iistorica/ method. It is obvious that Jewish theology must 
necessarily be largely apologetic, 1t must frequently take account of passing 
phases within and of outside attacks; it must often be eclective and more often 
defensive. Moreover, in these days of comparative study, apologetic (which is 
oily another phrase for comparison) must be an essential feature of the exposition 
of any system of theology, with roots in the past and fruits for the present. But 
the truth can only be partially given under such an impulse. It is necessary 
above all to be positively expository and frankly critical, to present in historical 
sequence the development of belief and of life as regulated by the belief. At every 
epoch the writer must have in view the current philosophy of the age, but his 
exposition must also rise superior to such considerations. And, further, the 
author, while moved by his own theory of life, must not surrender his judgment 
entirely to his own prejudices. Dr. Kohler’s historical method is the best suited 
to fulfil both aims: to defend and to expound: to criticise and to generalise. This 
method, too, enables the author to take account of outside intrusions into Jewish 
theology which occurred at various points, while—under the inspiration of a belief 
in development-——he is able, at all events, to suggest reasons why those accretions 
were sometimes organically assimilable, and sometimes had to be rejected as 
injurious and foreign. To say that Dr. Kohler succeeds at every point would be 
to claim an impossible level of attainment. But it is the literal truth to assert 
that he is right far more often than he is wrong, and that his opinions and judg- 
ments are never without basis or authority. | 

Dr. Kohler rightly refuses to identify Judaism with nomism—legalism. He 
sees in Judaism the constant action and interaction of two forces—the legal- 
national and the ethical-universal, now the one force predominates, now the other. 
A theology of Judaism must take account of the mysticism of Luria as well as of 
the rationalism of Albo. Judaism in fact includes within itself all the phases 
both of a national and a universal religion. Dr. Kohler would probably put it 
“popular ” rather than “national” in the first clause. For Judaism is not priest- 
craft, it is life for the people; it is the very hallowing of that life; it is a manly 
attitude towards things as they are. No doubt this much of truth there is in the 
Mendelssohnian position ; Judaism regards dogmas as a means to an end, it is not 
belief in them, but application of them, that counts. The dogmas can be reduced 
to very few; God, Revelation, Responsibility these from Albo’s day (and. before 
it) have summarised fairly enough the Jewish fundamentals. Dr. Kohler puts 
the division somewhat differently ; I do not mean in his definition of Judaism but 
in his scheme of treatment. I. God. Intuition and Revelation : (a) His spiritual- 
moral nature, His unity, holiness and perfection; (>) His relation to the world, 
Creation and Providence; His relation to humanity, righteousness, love and 
grace. Il. Man: (a) the fatherhood of God, man’s moral freedom, sin and 
repentance, prayer, immortality. (b>) Human society in its parts and as a whole, 
the spirit of God in history. III. Israel and the Kingdom of God: the priestly 
mission of Israel; the messianic hope; the place of all nations in the divine plan. 

Basing himself on this division, Dr. Kohler proceeds to treat of all these sub- 
jects with very full particularity. At every point he cites the Jewish teachings 
of various ages. I hope, as occasion serves, to return to the book and speak of 
details. The object of the present review is to bring home to the reader the 
general scope and importance of the work. Thus, some of the topics treated are : 
Under I., Prophecy, Law, the Covenant ; the names applied to God, the unity and 
uniqueness of the Deity, His holiness, His anger, His mercy, God as Creator, 
miracles, the existence of evil, demonology, Satan. Under II., the two-fold nature 
of man, the divine spirit in man, free-will and responsibility, sin and repentance, 
prayer and sacrifice, death and immortality, reward and punishment. Under III., 
Israel’s election, the Kingdom of God and Israel’s mission, Israel as nation and as 
repository of the universal religion, Israel as Servant, the messianic hope, the 
national elements in the belief, Israel and the world, proselytism, relation between 
Judaism and Christianity and Islam, the synagogue and its institytions. (Many 
excellent notes are appended.) 

It is to be hoped that Dr. Kohler will not delay his English\edition too long. 
The preceding survey will make it clear that Jews who can only read Engli 
ought not to be deprived of the possibility of becoming acquainted with a work, 
which treats of these great and momentous subjects, and treats them with know- 


ledge, with insight and with charm. Dr. Kobler’s is a fine book, and lucky are 
they who can enjoy it now, in its German form. ears: wane Ure

concerned and the school-hours (shortly after the termination of the morning ser- 
vice), do not offer facilities for regularity and increase of attendance. In fact, a 
notable decrease has taken place during the past few years. Bright attractive 
services in Jewish neighbourhoods might stem attendance at the Mission Halls 
which are warmer and more comfortable than the streets on dull afternoons. 
Occasional lantern lectures on Jewish subjects might also prove valuable.” 

Mr. Goldston also urged the great need for enthusiastic ministers and teachers 
(ladies as well as gentlemen) who would live in the district of Spitalfields, or Mile 
End New Town, or between the Beth Hamedrash and the Stepney Synagogue. 
These Ministers, he suggested, should become working managers of the schools 
and members of the Care Committees, thus getting into close touch with the 
children and their parents. The Chazonim of the Chevra Synagogues, Mr. 
Goldston contends, seldom, if ever, visit their congregants and evince no interest 
in the religious welfare of the children. “Their duty, in the majority of cases, 
ceases when service in synagogue is finished.” 


Our “ Abandoned’’ Children. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘“‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—While I agree with Mr. Joseph Blank regarding some of the - points 
raised by him in his letter in your last week’s issue, I feel bound to point ou 


that the statement he makes concerning the way in which the Ministers’ Confer” 


ence treated the conversionist problem is based on an insufficient knowledge of 
facts. Mr. Blank finds fault with the Ministers for not having clearly pointed out 


that “ the result of the general efforts among Jews of the conversionists is bane- 
ful and pernicious”; that their interference has, in many instances, ‘only 
resulted in the weakening of religious convictions, in the consequent unsettlement 
of religious faith, and in breeding scepticism and atheism,” etc. Apparently Mr. 
Blank has not read the proceedings of the Conference held in June. In the paper 
which I read at the Conference on the ‘Jewish Attitude towards Conversionists,” 
I made the following observations :— | 


Religious belief and practice are either the outcome of speculative thought and 
inquiry—which is very seldom the case-—or the result of natural tendencies and inclina- 
tions produced by a habit of mind and an emotional disposition which centuries of 
training and teaching have created in a family, ina race orin a nation. Where any 
one of these bases is absent the structure of religion cannot be reared. And any 
attempt to undermine the foundation of tradition and of natural disposition without 
replacing it by argument and by conceptions based on the results of reasoning and 
thorough investigation, is bound to result in spiritual destruction. In trying to make 
coverts among Jews, those responsible for the tvork ought to consider that while they 
put a premium on a Jew's disloyalty to the ancient faith for which his fathers have bled 
and to which he is unconsciously tied by the most sacred of ties, their success cah only 
go as faras the destruction of any faith that is left in him, but it can seldom, if ever, 
be the means of providing him with a new faith. Moreover, the endeavour to win the 
goodwill of those to be converted by putting them under an obligation, or by impressing 
them with a display of kindness.and of charity, can only induce the candidates for con- 
version to ignore the truth, to disregard the promptings of their hearts, and to embrace 
hypocrisy and lip-service. We know how much such methods are abhorred by English- 
men in all other spheres of human thought and human activity.

The Needs of Manchester. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,--The religious destitution of the Jewish children of the Metropolis 
unfortunately finds a counterpart in Manchester. The numbers, instead of being 
counted by thousands, certainly run into many hundreds. The accommodation 
at the Manchester Jews’ Schools has been rightly curtailed by the Board of 
Education, consequently the number of children who can attend a specific Jewish 
school is greatly diminished. In Manchester, as in the Metropolis, there is always 
acting a strong centrifugal force which disperses the Jewish population to all 
points of the compass. Seven years ago a Hebrew Education Board was estab- 
lished under the auspices of the lamented late Chief Rabbi, and a very enthusiastic 
meeting was held at the Jewish Working Men’s Club. This enthusiasm, however, 
did not translate itself into sufficient sinews of war, and the Board has continued 
to drag on an existence, doing some good work, but not nearly as much as it 

methods it would have desired. 
veeThe joel education authorities of Manchester and Salford have kindly granted 
the use of their schools during the time set apart for religious instruction, and the 
Board takes advantage of this gracious permission in three schools. This number 
should at least be doubled. The Board sends one teacher to each school ; anyone 
with the most elementary knowledge of teaching knows that this Benote should 
be at least trebled. The whole income of the Board last year was £52, which 
included a special effort to pay off arrears of pay due to teachers. I appeal to the 
conscience of Manchester Jewry not to allow such a state of things to continue. 
The children are massed together with a very possible and probable injury to their 
health, with a certainty of the inadequacy of the teaching. It is true that very 
laudable efforts are made for the religious teaching of boys, but even these are _ 
all gathered into the tent, for at a visit I paid to one of the schools I found a 
goodly number of boys who did not attend either Talmud Torah or preange Pry 
who had no private ifistruction. But the poverty of instruction for the girls is 
even more marked: the influence of the women of Israel in the past, and their

- opportunity for the saving of souls. 


hoped-for influence in the future on the religious feelings of the community, have 
been painted by far abler pens than mine. 

The community, for forty years or thereabouts, has built no new Jewish 
schools; it has enlarged and improved some, but it is sheer folly and mere 
Utopianism to suppose that the Jews will provide a sufficiency of day-schools for 
all the children of the community. The best means therefore of counteracting 
the efforts of conversionists is to furnish our children with such an equipment as 
to render the efforts of these misguided persons futile. Counter attractions, such 
as treats and amusements, are as demoralising to the givers as to the recipients. 

I appeal, therefore, for more funds, for more teachers, and for more material 
for teaching. 

I cannot conclude this letter without paying tribute to the heroic exertions in 
Manchester of Dr. Salomon, without whose efforts even the present scanty means 
would not have been provided.

SiR,—In reading “ Auntie’s Letter-Box” in the ‘‘ Young Israel ” Supplement of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, I note a letter from one of “ Auntie’s ” colonia] 
readers, and as a result of the child’s innocent and prettily-worded letter, I could 
not help my thoughts straying in a certain direction. ’ 

Parents in South Africé often find themselves in thinly-populated ‘‘ out-of- 


_ the-world ” regions without adequate school accommodation. Amid such surround. 


ings, the “ convent school” is looked upon as a way out of the difficulty. In such 
schools, the children are taught to be cleanly in their habits; they receive a fair 
education, and they are under the charge of ‘the Sisters,” who are always nice to 
them. They are especially welcomed, as being of the Jewish religion, there is an 
The unsuspecting parents look upon these 
convent schools as havens of refuge, not dreaming at the moment of the terrible 
results that may accrue in the immediate future of their children. | 

This mischief is far commoner than one might suppose, and from my own 
experience [ here mention an example. A Jewish widow residing in the Transvaal 
sent her daughter, aged ten, to the convent school at Kimberley. She remained 
there five years; at the endof this period she returned home to her mother. To 
her utter consternation she discovered that her daughter had forgotten that she had 
been born a Jewess, and had been trained in the tenets of the Catholic faith 
The girl had become a pronounced Catholic, and in desperation the mother 
appealed to me, her Minister, to see what I could do. 

In this delicate situation I used all the tact at my command. I had various 
interviews with the young lady, spoke to her of the beauties and Divinity of her 
parents’ religion, but alas! all to no purpose. I was compelled eventually to 
abandon my attempts, and needless to add the girl soon after married into the 
faith she had adopted. 

I could multiply such examples as these, to show that the evil I am speaking 
of is widespread, and increasing daily. I would ask parents seriously to consider 
the position. However much a boon the convent schools appear to be through 
surrounding circumstances, they are neither more nor les3 than traps to catch 
their children. From the day a Jewish girl enters one of these: schools, her 
religious training is uodermined, she becomes imbued with Christian doctrines, 
and, as a matter of course, the’Jewish religion, without its ‘ Virgin Mother,” and 
without its** Son of God” ceases to be of any value. “ Catholicism ” take its place, 
and the child is “ saved.” 

l’athers and mothers, in isolated corners of the earth, beware! 

‘* Auntie’s ”’ correspondent is very happy in her convent school, but I would 
earnestly beg of her parents to recognise and to think of the danger, and not to 
be misled by the specious promise that their child’s religious education would not 
be tampered with.

OBITUARY. 


CHIEF CANTOR SINGER (VIENNA). 

Only a few weeks have passed since the Jewish community in Vienna cele- 
brated the seventieth birthday of Imperial Councillor Josef Singer, who last year 
resigned the office of Chief Cantor, which he had held thirty years. Ill-health 
prevented him from attending the special service, held in his honour in the prin- 
cipal synagogue, although he was able to receive his friends at his residence. 
Since then his condition became worse, and yesterday week he died in @ sana- 
torium in Vienna. The deceased, who was a native of Hungary, was already 
early in life gifted with a fine voice and great musical talents. He studied 
successively at the Conservatoires in Prague and Vienna. He left the last-named 
Conservatoire with a great reputation as a vocalist. Following the example of his 
famous predecessor, Salomon Sulzer, he decided to devote his art to the profession 
of a Cantor. In 1881, on the recommendation of Goldmark, the composer, and 


other musicians, he was appointed Chief Cantor in Vienna. He was founder and 


President of the Union of Austro Hungarian Cantors, and was for many years 
teacher at the Jewish Blind Institute. He was also active as a composer of sacred 
and secular music. One of his sons, Simon Singer, is Chief Cantor at Kattowitz, 
and his only daughter is married to Oskar Straus, the composer of “The Waltz 
Dream ” and “ The Chocolate Soldier.” 


MRS. JOHN A. COHEN.

" The deceased lady was for many years associated with the Borough Jewish 
Schools, and with all work connected with the Borough Synagogue, of which her 
husband was for long a Warden.

It is gratifying to the writer to observe that the paragraph which 
recently appeared in this column with reference to the lad removed from the care of 
a Jewish family in West Ham and placed on board the “ Exmouth” training ship, 
has moved a couple of sympathisers to action. As may be recalled, the lad was 
guilty of some misdemeanour or other, but instead of being reprimanded he was sent 
forthwith to the training ship, where Jewish influences could not possibly reach 
him. This arbitrary action was much resented by the local community at the 
time, and now comes the intimation that Mrs. Lewis Harris, of Romford Road, 
has been enabled with the assistance of the Jewish Board of Guardians to obtain 
the boy’s release. He is now in the hands of friends, and has been placed under 
the guardianship of Mr. Lewis Harris and Mr. J. Diamond, of Southend. 


Some of the enlightened ratepayers of Camberwell have tried hard to interest 
the members of the Borough Council of Bethnal Green in the matter of the 
attendance of foreigners at the evening classes of the London County Council. It 
seems that the Camberwell Ratepayers’ Association had passed a resolution pro- 
testing against the expenditure by the London County Council “for the purpose 
of teaching foreigners English commercial life and the English language.” The 
Camberwell Association hold no half-hearted views on the subject. ‘ Keep the 
foreigner in his place!” is the motto of those wh» would deny him the means of 
qualifying for citizenship. And so they approached the Bethnal Green Council, 
knowing full well of the notoriety which has fallen to the lot of the district within 


recent times, and anticipating ready concurrence with the terms of the resolution. © 


One of the Councillors went so far as to express the opinion that ‘they ought not 
to encourage foreign competition,” but the Council *‘ decided to take no action.” 


The greater proportion of the students at one of the leading commercial 
evening classes in the district are foreigners or the children of foreigners, and it is 
common knowledge that they are enabled to carry off, year after year, the cream 
of the awards. Take these students away, and the classes would not possibly 
justify their existence. | 


What potentialities in the nimble penny! According to some details just fur- 
nished to me of theactivitiesof the Stepney Ladies’ Benevolent Society, it would seem 
that there are splendid uses for many acopper otherwise needlessly wasted. In 1910, 
Mrs. S. Levy, the genial President of the Society, explained to me, there were 130 
members, the majority of them contributing a penny weekly. To-day a hundred 
more recruits have been gathered in, thanks to the President’s indomitable energy 
and the straighforward manner in which the Society carries out its objects. At 
the end of twelve months each member is entitled toa vote for the help of a 
deserving case. The value of that proxy is three shillings, so that in the event of 
the needs of a case proving very urgent, members are enabled to band together and 
combine their votes, where a small dole would be practically useless. Coals and 
boots and occasional grants have brought happiness into many a respectable home, 
and it is assuring to learn that the Stepney Ladies’ Benevolent Society, whilst 
investigating every case, does not resort to those inquisitorial methods that 
must injure the recipient’s self-respect. Mrs. Levy’s address is 15, Alderney 
- Road, Globe Road, E. With the hard weather upon us there should be hundreds 
ready to add their pennies to the Society’s exchequer. 


O, for a kosher F. B. Meyer! Looking through the catalogue of a city firm 
which will sell you anything, from a billygoat to asilver watch, I observea little illus- 
tration which figures in the section devoted to comic masks for use during the 
coming festive season. It purports to represent ‘‘A Hebrew,” and is obtainable 
for 33. 3d. (“* postage and packing threepence extra”). I have never come across 
so unkind and distorted a reflection upon the racial physiognomy in all my life. 
The mask is none other than that intended for a negro figure, with the difference 
that mutton-chop whiskers are affixed as a concession to Western civilisation. The 
illustration seems harmless enough, and one has no desire to make a mountain of 
a molehill, yet it isas likely to exercise as undesirable an influence as do those so- 
called ‘ Hebrew turns” which disfigure-—indignant, pleasure-loving correspondents 
may cavil at the word as much as they like-—the programmes of the music halls. 


A recent article in this journal, wherein the vocations followed by local 
coreligionists in the past were set forth in detail has put one of my kindly corre- 
spondents in a reminiscent mood. Many of the old occupations followed by our 


people have died out, he recalls, simply because conditions of life have altered so

Business was brisk 
in the commodity. Wecan just imagine poor old Simmons making a living in 
these bustling times !

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JEWS AND MUSIC HALLS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” ) ) 

SIk,—My attention has been called to some correspondence upon this subject 
in which I find’that exception is taken to what is supposed to have been an action of 
mine in reference to music-hall Jewish character sketches in general. Perhaps 
you will permit me to clear up the position as far as I am concerned. | 

A few years ago intimation reached the late Chief Rabbi that one particular 
performance in a London pantomime represented Jews in an unpleasant light and 
was calculated to bring discredit upon the community. I had the idea, which I 
subsequently found to be an error, that the comedian responsible was an old pupil 
of mine, and I undertook, on behalf of the Chief Rabbi, to approach him with 
the view of any questionable features of his performance being amended. Se 

On writing to him under the impression that I was addressing an old friend 
with whom I had a right to expostulate, I received a courteous reply telling me he 
was a perfect stranger to me but felt hurt and surprised that his performance 


should be objected to on the grounds I mentioned, and he asked me to go and see 


for myself and judge for myself and to let him know what I thought, quite frankly. 
Accordingly I went to the theatre and saw the play. It was the ordinary 
jumble of nonsense which is the delightful tradition of pantomime. The Jew, as 


represented by the actor in question, was the central attraction of the whole thing. 


His acting was clever, his humour was genuine, his manner was quite funny, and, 
from beginning to end, I saw nothing that from the Jewish point of view was not, 
except perhaps to those whose hyper-sensitiveness is a disease, perfectly 
innocuous. I have been many times to pantomime performances ‘where 
gratuitous insult has been offered to Jewish character concerning which 


I have never heard a protest. On this occasion the . humour was 


real, and the performance was so artistic and so gentlemanly, that, 


try as I would, I could find nothing to offend me. Moreover, I watched the | 


- audience, and could see that they were genuinely amused. The type of Jew that 


was represented exists. If we object to it, then we must object to the existence 
of the type, not to its faithful and artistic reproduction. As it was, there was 
nothing that I saw to make me uncomfortable for one second, and the effect upon 
the Christian audience was to put them in good humour with any Jew they might 
have met that evening. If there was any vulgarity at all, it was on the part of 
some of our coreligionists present who were apparently “tickled to death,” and 


-ghrieked the place down with laughter whenever there was the least suspicion of 


a Jewish expression. 

I saw the performer in his room, and found him a kind-hearted. sincere Jew. 
Over his dressing-table he had the portrait of his mother, under which were 
written the words: ‘‘ My inspiration.” He told me about his mother, how she 
was a good orthodox Jewess, and how she cared for all Jewish observances. “I 
never go on the stage,” he told me, ‘‘without a look at her dear old face, 
and to say anything that would give her pain, did she hear it, is a 
matter of impossibility for me.” So he said, and so I believed. He 
asked me whether, as I had come in.consequence of some, to him, anonymous 
complaints, I would put in writing my opinion concerning the innocence of his 
performance. He had the right to ask it and I had the right to give it and I did 
so with the greatest satisfaction. I found, only a few weeks ago, that this letter 
of mine, written so long ago, was being used as an advertisement outside a London 
theatre, and it was hinted to me that I might not quite approve of all that it was 
intended to cover. I wrote to him in the hope of having a chat with him, which 
would clear matters up, to find that he was abroad taking a rest cure after a period 
of overwork, and we arranged that he should let me know as soon as he returned 
to England. Until then all I can say is that both the man and his performance 
must be very different to what I found them both, if there is anything now to call 
forth the kind of criticism that some of your correspondents have offered.

THE REGENERATION OF PALESTINE. 


THE HEBREW GYMNASIUM AT JAFFA. 


INSPIRING ADDRESS BY DR. MOSSINSOHN. 


On Sunday evening, under the joint auspices of the London Zionist League 
and the London University Zionist Society, Dr. MOSSINSOHN, Principal of the 


Hebrew Gymnasium at Jaffa, gave an address on 


that institution. 

Sir FRANCIS MONTEFIORE, who presided, 
welcomed Dr. Mossinsohn, and said that whatever 
differences of opinion there might be among the 
Jewish people there was none in regard to the 
importance of a good education. Deep as was 
the interest which they took in all matters that 
concerned education, it was doubly so in regard to 
education in the Holy Land. He thought that all 
were agreed that, whatever might be the future of 
Palestine, it ought to be the centre of Jewish cul- 
ture and learning. It was especially easy for 
Palestine to become this.centre, as it was the only 
country in which education could be absolutely 
modern and at the same time religious, in which 
the child could be trained to bea good subject of 
the State and at the same time a good Jew, 
one who honoured the traditions of the Jewish 
past. He felt that the Hebrew Gymnasium in 
Jaffa, which drew its pupils from many different 
countries, would do much to consolidate the good 

| | feeling that ought to exist among Jews all over 
the world, members of the same race, animated and sustained by the same glorious 
faith. He hoped that liberal support would be extended to the appeal to be made 
by Dr. Mossinsohn. | 

Dr. MOSSINSOHN, speaking in German, said he greatly regretted that he had 
to speak in German. It was difficult for him to speak in that language, but as 
Hebrew was not understood by all his audience and he did not understand English, 
he had to try to make himself intelligible in that intermediary language. When 
they spoke of Palestine, they spoke of a land which must have an interest for the 
whole of Jewry—-from the standpoint of its future or perhaps only as the land of 
its past. He had been asked to speak about the Gymnasium at Jaffa. He could 
not speak about that institution without touching upon the general condition of the 
Jews in Palestine, for the Gymnasium was to a certain «xtent only an item ina 
great movement. Jewish colonisation began in Palestine about. thirty 
years ago. There was a Jewish population in the Holy land before that 
time, but the Jews then had merely gone to Palestine to die. These were not the 
people who could create a new life in the country. The regeneration began with 
the commencement of colonisation, thirty years ago. There were now thirty 
colonies, which were developing and progressing, and there were also many Jews 
who did not occupy themselves with agriculture but who had settled in the towns 

in Jaffa, in Jerusalem, and in Haifa ~and who had created their own centres. 
The Jews in Palestine had not only shown themselves capable of agriculture, they 
had shown themselves capable of creating new life. It had often been said of the 
Semites in general, and of the Jews in particular, that they had no capacity for 
corporate life—no Staatsbi/dungskraft. But the Jews in Palestine had shown that 
they possessed the requisite powers of cohesion. They had created an autonomous 
life there for themselves. Once they had paid their taxes, their tribute to the 
State, they were left entirely to themselves. No police or judicial authorities

, nterfered with them—everything was in their own hands. But

prevailed owing to the moral power exercised by the committees to which they 
had entrusted these matters. Land tenure was not the same asin Europe. The 
only security that most individual colonists had was that they were registered in 
the books of the colony as a whole, but there had not been the slightest trouble 
throughout the whole thirty years. The Jews had the inner capacity of creating 


their own life. In the towns the Jews had developed lively activities. ‘They had 


greatly promoted trade and commerce, which were previously lacking in that 
country. People who had known Jaffa and Jerusalem thirty years ago would 
hardly know them to-day, and the change was due entirely to the Jewish settlers. 
An organisation of the Jewish elements in the towns was being effected. The 
Jewish commanities in Jaffa, Jerusalem, Haifa and other towns were being 
organised. Contrasts were very strong in Palestine. First of all there were the 
broad divisions of the native Sephardim and the Ashkenazi immigrants from 
Germany and Russia. These two sections had been very divided, and the new- 
comers had also not been united among themselves. It had been a task of great 
difficulty to bring them together, but now an organised Jewish life had com- 
menced. But what was of supreme interest was the inner development of this 
corporate life, The immigrants had not come to Palestine merely to impfove 


their own position. They had come there because they were Jews and because

tongue. As long as a language was not spoken it was dead, however extensive 
might be the vocabulary of the person studying it. 
. A PORTER AT HAIFA 

with a vocabulary of 100 words, had more living Hebrew than a Rabbi who had 
spent his life among Jewish books, There was also the psychological factor. The 
Jewish immigrant in Palestine felt a certain responsibility to his future and to 
the land itself. Palestine was the cradle of Hebrew. and it was only there that 
the language could become really living, It was a fact that a language bore a 
close relation to the land in which it originally developed. The words of a lan- 
guage were an expression of the surroundings in which the ideas it sought to clothe 
found their birth. In the Diaspora we could learn and understand Hebrew, but 
we could only dive Hebrew amid the hills and vales of Palestine. This revival of 
Hebrew in the Holy Land was of value not only for the Jews of Palestine, but for 
the whole of Jewry. Lately, a German philologist had advanced the thesis that 
language was to Nature what the central nervous system was to the human body. 
It acted both as a receiving and disseminating agency. Ideas became incorporated 
into the language, and then were distributed again among the people that had 
created them. Suffering was often the only link between the members of a race. 
They could not understand each other’s sorrows if they knew not 


THE LANGUAGE OF A CRY. 


And through the means of Hebrew the sympathetic bonds of the Jewish race had been 


enormously strengthened. The use of Hebrew as a living language had led to its 
employment as the medium of instruction, to the method that was known as 
‘“Tbrith B’Ibrith.” As the children spoke Hebrew it would have been crass 
stupidity to teach them in any other language. Ten thousand children in 
Palestine were now being taught by means of Hebrew. Schools had to be created 
to meet the new conditions. There was hardly any people that loved education 
as. much as the Jewish people, in spite of their oppression and sufferings. This 
education question had faced the Jews in Palestine. The schools now existed. 
All the great Jewish organisations had established schools in Palestine—even 
those that had no nationalist leanings. But the new Jews who came to Palestine 
were not satisfied with these schools. There were many factors which led to this 
dissatisfaction. These organisations did not inquire about the local conditions or 
about the language. They reyvulated the medium of instruction according to the 
source of the funds which supported the school. If the funds came from France 
the language of instruction was French; if from England, English; if. from 
Germany, German. It would be readily understood that the people could not be 
satisfied with these schools. They sought to create something that corresponded to 
their special needs and conditions. The first of these special institutions had 
been created by the Zionists with the aid of the Chovevi Zion Society in Russia. 
Later on the //:/fsverein had given up much of its German patriotism, and had 
also adopted Hebrew in some of its schools. The other schools were feeling the 
influence of the parents and the children themselves. In the A//iance schools the 
children were ashamed of not speaking Hebrew, and the Paris Organisation had 
consented to the Odessa Palestine Committee sending a Hebrew teacher to its own 
school in Jerusalem. It was extraordinary that a body which called itself the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle and possessed the largest funds of all similar organisa- 
tions should permit an outside society to maintain its Hebrew teacher. But 
THE OUTSTANDING FACT 
was that the teacher was there, and the children were learning Hebrew, as the 
Palestinian Jews demanded. From another quarter—a very strange quarter—a 
tight had been waged against Hebrew. The introduction of Hebrew as the 
medium of instruction had been opposed by the Talmud Torahs, the pious schools 
that were carried on in the small and dirty streets of Jerusalem. He did not know 
exactly who was to blame for this attitude, but he was convinced that this spirit 
of opposition came from Europe. In Europe it was the old Yeshiboth that kept 
up the old Jewish life. In these establishments the jargon was used, and 
had become the /ingua sacra, and the heads of the Talmud Torahs in 
Jerasalem insisted that the jargon should be taught as it had been taught for a 
hundred years before in Germany, Galicia and Russia. But even this opposition 
had broken down. Gradually, Hebrew had been introduced into these schools, 
though only after a struggle. He had even seen letters from the heads of a Talmud 
Torah to the teachers, saying, ‘‘ We shall allow you to teach mathematics in Hebrew, 
but not Chwmisk or Talmud.” (Laughter.) After a while, Chumish and Talmud 
had also been taught in Hebrew. The children would not have anything 
different! Some difficulty had also been experienced in regard to pronunciation. 
The Sephardic pronunciation, which had been accepted in the modern schools as 
being most in accord with the spirit of Semitic philology, had gradually found its 
way into general use. Step by step the new and living language had conquered. 
The schools in Palestine could be divided into the lower elementary schools and 
the secondary schools—or, at least, what were an attempt at secondary schools. 
Kindergartens had played a great part. They had been the offspring of necessity. 
The women had to work in the colonies and they had to leave their children 
somewhere, so kindergartens were established, where the children could be looked 
after. Afterwards an institution was founded which now: served quite different 
purposes. The new Palestinian kindergarten acted as a kind of racial retort 
where the new Jew was created. There were nowhere so many different types of 
Jew as in Palestine—from the blue-eyed blonde boy of the European Jew to the 
black, curly-headed nigger type of the Yemenite Jew. There was 
A WIDE GULF. eo 

between these different types. The older people could not bridge it. But the 
children, from three to six years old, who lived together the whole day, who ate, 
drank, played and cried together, who walked in the open air together and entered 
into communion with Nature—in these the differences of type were broken down 
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and the children felt themselves one and became one. They were no longer 
Russian, Galician, Roumanian Jews—but Jewish Jews! It did not matter whether 
the kindergartens in which these results were produced were founded by the 
Chovevi Zion Society or by the Hi/fsverein, Hebrew was taught, and something 
new was created which they had not got in the schools of the Diaspora. It was 
difficult to realise with what obstacles these schools had to fight. They were 
desperately poor, and their poverty could not be measured. They had no books 
and no apparatus. The teachers had to make everything and work out every- 
thing, and 100 francs a month was considered a high salary for a teacher in the 
colonies. Under such conditions it was remarkable that so much had been done. 
If one looked at the children in the Jewish colonies one would be amazed at their 
freedom, their strength, their clear and forthright glance. They had lost the 
Ghetto bend, they had lost the cringing look of the child of the Diaspora. It 
made a great difference educationally whence a child derived its impressions. If 
the surroundings were strange or hostile, then the child felt oppressed ; it feared 
its environment ; it dreaded lest a stone or an opprobrious word might be cast at 
it. All this was lacking in Palestine. All the child’s impressions were those of 
freedom, of a new life. The knowledge of the Palestinian children was greater 
than that of the children in an elementary school in a more developed country. 
These schools had influenced the others, which were now becoming more 
Palestinian. The old ideals of the (//iance schools had been 
| THE IDEALS OF THE BOULEVARDS 
in Paris. Other ideals were now being taught. After the elementary schools and 
the kindergartens had been established, the continued growth of the immigration 
made the establishment of secondary schools a matter of urgency. The parents 
wanted to know where they could give their children a higher education. They 
could not, on the one hand, send them to Europe, and on the other, they could 
not leave them without this higher education. Accordingly, about five and a-half 
years ago, a group of parents and teachers had attempted to found a secondary 
school. The attempt was made. It was laughed at. It was alleged that every- 
thmg could not be taught in Hebrew. It was thought that it would be impossible 
to teach the higher sciences in that language. Where would the money and the 
teachers come from? ‘These were the objections against the foundation of the 
school. They had started with seventeen children in a smal! rented house. Five 
and a half years had elapsed. The school that had made such a small beginning 
now had 300 children, it hada fine building, an excellent European equipment 
and an adequate staff. The Hebrew language was used for all purposes, and all 
objections had been overcome. (Cheers.) 

THE HEBREW GYMNASIUM AT JAFFA 
had endeavoured from the first to give the children a general humane education 
in all branches so as to correspond to a secondary education in Europe, one side 
being devoted to arts and the other to science. <A “general humane education ” 
was a wide term. Each country had developed its own system of education, and 
nationality found its highest expression in the education of the children. So that 
when they spoke of a general humane education they meant an education which 
would suit a particular people but notanother. Jewish children were differently 
constituted from others. Perhaps the Jewish individuality was too sharply 
developed and thus aroused animosity. The Jewish children possessed certain 
characteristics which in the Diaspora were cast into particular national moulds. 
The devolopment of the Jewish children had thus been hemmed in by external 
and alien conditions. The European education restricted the normal development 
of the Jewish child. It grew up in foreign surroundings and learned everything in 
a foreign guise. It often grew to respect strange doings and foreign surroundings, 
especially if the surroundings were great and powerful. And when it received a 
blow from these surroundings, whether it be 

THE BLUDGEON-BEAT OF A POGKOM 
or the rapier-thrust of a social boycott, the child’s soul became torn by conflicting 
emotions, and it knew not how to fight for its existence. This so-called humane 
education created the most unhappy children inthe world. (Cheers.) In Palestine 
they had sought to remove this difficulty by giving to Jewish children a Jewish 
education without in any way restricting the orbit of their knowledge. It was 
quite possible to effect this combination. What was a national education? It did 
not mean that the child must be told morning, afternoon and evening that it must 
be a nationalist. It probably never heard the word nationalist. Its nationality 


| was not drummed into it but was drawn out of it. Geography, for example, was 


quite a natural subject. But pedagogically they had to proceed, in teaching 
geography, from what was known to the unknown, to proceed from the child’s 
own land and lead it to traverse the whole wide world. Its ideas of the 
nature of an island or a peninsula became at once vivid if it knew its own 
island, its own peninsula. It grasped the nature of a mountain and a valley from 
its own hills and dales. If the child thus grew up with its surroundings, learn- 
ing from those surroundings, it became a part of its environment. It became 
patriotic even though it had never heard of the word patriotism. It was the same 
with history. They must proceed from the known. The child must know its 
own heroes, it own great men; then it could be led to compare them with those 
of other countries. Thus the child grew up with its people, whereas if it only 
knew and respected foreign heroes it lost its self-respect. It was this that caused 
the average Jewish child to be so unhappy. They had both the possibility and the 


right of giving instruction on these lines in Palestine, because Palestine had been ~ 


a cultivated land at least 1,500 years before the birth of Christ. They could teach 
history in this way because the Jews had had a history when the Enropean nations 
were still | 

SHROUDED IN OBSCURITY, 
and were not differentiated. The same applied to all other branches. The 
starting-point must be what the child knew and saw around him. 
sium sought to teach the children Jewishness. First of all there was the Bible. 
They looked upon the Bible not only as material for instruction. It was the 
starting point of education. They sought in it the germs of the 
Jewish spirit. All the products of Jewry in the diaspora had been warped by the 
external pressure of other cultures. They had developed in exile many talents 
but no national genius. The national genius of the Jewish people was to be found 
in the Bible, because that had hitherto been the only product of the race that had 
been born out of the national corpus when unrestricted by externalconditions. That 


they had displayed varied talents in exile showed that they had great forces lying’ 


latent within them. A national life in its own land was the condition under which 
the Jewish national genius could find expression in original creation. So they 
sought to understand how the Bible had been produced. The whole of Jadaism 
depended on the Bible. The Talmud was said to be merely a commentary on the 
Bible. They wanted to understand how it had been created and then how later 
generations had understood it. They would go on to the Haggadic parts of 
the Talmnd and the teachings of the Middle Ages, so that the children might see 
what the Jewish spirit had created on the basis of the original national product. 
Three or four hours a week were devoted in each class at the Gymnasium to Bible 
study, two hours to Talmud and in the higher classes the medieval literature, the 
prayer-book, the pizmonim, etc., were taught another two hours a week, besides 
instruction in Hebrew grammar and the new Hebrew literature. That helped the 
children to learn much more than the children of an ordinary secondary school. 
But thev wanted to produce Jewish children. 
NO SPECIFIC RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 

was given at the school. They did not call what they taught religious instruction. 
It was their profound conviction that there was no catechism and no dogma in 
Judaism. They wanted to teach the children Bible and Talmud, the basis of 
religion, without calling it religion as such. They did not teach practical Judaism 
in the Gymnasium, because they did not want to institute anv differences between 

school and home. Many parents did not keep everything, and the children were 


The gymna-. 
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not placed in the position of learning one thing at school and another at home. 
They reckoned on the children receiving religious instraction at home just as they 
reckoned on their receiving their meals at home. All the instruction was in 
Hebrew. The Assistant Minister of Education in Constantinople had commended 
them for this. Turkey, he had explained, was a country of nationalities, and 
there were violent conflicts on the subject of language. If, when the school was 
founded, they had selected Turkish as the language of instruction, they would have 
aroused the hostility of the Arab population. If they had chosen a European lan- 
guage then they would have been strangers. When they chose Hebrew they became 
a nationality just like any other inthe Empire. They taught Arabic and Turkish so 
that the children could get on in the country, and Frenchas the European language that 
was predominant in the Orient. German and English were optional. The curriculum 
was otherwise like that of a European gymnasium. They had attached great 
importance to the teaching of natural history. The ordinary Jewish child lacked 
a sense for Nature. For eighteen centuries it had had nothing to do with Nature. 
It had to be taken back to Nature. They also cultivated gymnastics, singing and 
plays. The Jewish people had cried too much. The children had a melancholy 
soul. They wanted to instil a little joy into them. They had a lot of excursions. 
The children must know Palestine while in school. Last year they had traversed 


the whole of Galilee. This year they had been to Jerusalem and the Dead Sea, 


and hoped that the children would soon see something of the country on the other 
side of the Jordan. Nothing made so much impression on the children as what 
they saw with their own eyes. What became of the children after they left? 
Many of them would goon studying. Others were fitted to become merchants, 
clerks or public officials. There was no country in the world which took so 
many Jewish officials, and placed confidence in them. Those who continued 
their studies went chiefly to Constantinople, Smyrna and Damascus. Some 
had an opportunity of going to Europe. Turkey had great openings for doctors, 
lawyers, engineers and officials. The old pupils of the gymnasium would be 
pioneers in these professions. They would not only found careers for themselves, 
but would serve to attract others and in this wav help to solve 
THE GREAT PROBLEM OF “ WOHIN ?” 
Whence were the pupils recruited? Many came from the land itself. A_ large 
number came from Russia and other European countries. Several came from 
South Africa and twenty-five children had come from America in order to receive 
a Jewish education. The existence of the Gymnasium had given new hope to the 
Russian Jews, as if they did not succeed in securing entry to the Russian secondary 
schools, they would have recourse to the Jaffa gymnasium. The school received 
nearly 30,000 francs a year from fees, but no secondary school could exist without 
some endowment. An English Jew, Mr. Moser, had built the school premises 
and bad obtained them a donation of £500 towards the equipment... They had 
raised a capital of about 300,000 francs and if they could secure another 200,000 
francs. the future existence of the school would be assured. He hoped the 
success of the Gymnasium would lead to the establishment of a university. These 
educational assets would have an uplifting effect on the whole Jewish race. At 
present a Jew who‘was assimilated was received as a beggar. He brought nothing. 
But once he had something behind him he could be assimilated on more equal 
terms—though he then would probably not want to be assimilated. (Laughter.) 
The Christians thought of Palestine in connection with the Jews. Hitherto they 
had only found there beggardom. Now, if they found a strong and thriving 
Judaism, if they saw the colonies and the schools, and the Gymnasium at Jaffa, 
they would have a different opinion of the Jewish people, and this would make 
itself felt in Europe. Thus, in appealing for the Gymnasium, the Palestinian 
Jews were appealing not only for themselves. They were asking for money, but 
they were giving new life in return. (Cheers). | 
* On the motion of Mr. H. BENTWICH, seconded by Mr. F. S. SPIERS, a vote 
of thanks was passed to Dr. Mossinsohn, who had spoken for considerably over an 
hour without the aid ofa single note. He returned thanks in Hebrew. 
A vote of thanks to Sir Francis Montefiore was also passed. 
A considerable sum was collected in the room for the Gymnasium. 


Dr. MOSSINSOHN also addressed a largely attended Hebrew meeting at the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club on Saturday evening.- The meeting was ‘held under 
the joint auspices of the English Zionist Federation and the Order of Ancient 
Maccabeans. Mr. LEON SIMON was in the Chair. Dr. Mossinsohn, who was 
greeted with loud applause, said that it was. difficult to speak in Hebrew about 
Palestine to an audience outside Palestine. So much had been spoken and written 
on the subject. But he did not propose to speak about the great events of the 
Palestinian settlements, but to analyse its daily life. Did that life afford us 
hope for the future? Could Palestine answer the question of our national sur- 
vival or not? First, he wished to say a few words about the condition of the 
land and the people. Palestine, as they knew, was a part of the Turkish Empire, 
and they were often told that in colonising Palestine they were reckoning without 
their host. What, in fact, was the position? The Turks were comparatively 
few in number and they were engaged in a constant struggle with the nations 
around them. They had no time to take up the development of Palestine. Yet 
that development must come. Palestine was near Europe and it would soon have 
a network of railways. Who was to develop it? The Turks would not allow an 
outside Power to step in, and they did not trust the Arabs. There remained only 
the Jews, and sooner or later the Turks would see that they were the people to 
develop Palestine. All depended on the Jews themselves; they must unite and 


appear before Turkey as a strong power. The remainder of the address was practi- 
cally identical with the address given above. .

dominant, has fallen off woefully in recent years, but there are now happily some 
signs of a revival. The Montefiore Trust and the Evelina School at Jerusalem are 
standing monuments of our past activities, and the foundation of the Hebrew 
Gymnasium at Jaffa by Mr. J. Moser, J.P., of Bradford, is a solid proof of 
our renewed interest. | 
This institution, splendidly housed through the munificence of the founder, 
has been organised with the assistance of a devoted band of professors—mostly of 
University standing—to provide for the 
through the medium of their own national language, higher education in all sub- 
jects on the most approved modern methods. It is, perhaps, not too much to say 
that we have in this institution if not the nucleus at least the forerunner of that 
Jewish University in Palestine to which so many of our people look forward so 
fondly. In five years the number of pupils has risen from 17, with which the 
school started, to over 300; and the demand for this higher teaching is so keen, 
and so general, that it is safe to say that the accommodation for a further 200 (in 
all 500 pupils) provided by the foresight of the founder will soon be taxed to the 
utmost. Though the major portion of the annual expenses is covered by the pupils’ 
fees one-third of the pupils are admitted free or at reduced fees, and it is impos- 
sible in Palestine, no less than it is in other countries, to maintain a Secondary 
School of this high character without some assistance from outside sources. In 
other countries the Government provides the necessary subvention, but with that 
source of supply excluded for the present, the Jaffa Gymnasium must depend on 
the liberality of those who have a special interest in its ‘activity to preserve and 
extend its beneficent work. | 
_ An Endowment Fund is therefore essential for the maintenance of the Insti- 
tution, and a splendid start has been made with this on the Continent by means 
of a system of Free pupilships and Founder’s shares. A Founder’s share repre- 
sents a contribution of £10 (which may be paid in full or by two, or more, annual

In the first century of the present era there lived a 
young Rabbi, Eleazar, the son of Azariah, who, owing 
to his great learning, was elevated to the proud position 
of President of the College of Rabbis, and it is said that 
three hundred benches had to be provided for the great 
throngs that pressed into the halls of learning to hear his 
discourses. There is a legend that on his election at a 
phenomenally early age to this proud position, Eleazar 
was mocked by some of his colleagues for his youthful 
appearance. That night Eleazar’s hair turned as white as 
snow, andthe youthful President looked like his venerable 
predecessors. Eleazar did not shrink from responsi- 
bility, and many important decisions in Jewish law are 
traceable to him. 3 

The word responsibility comes from a Latin root, 
meaning to promise or to answer, and it means literally 
the power of answering a call. Eleazar answered the 
call of his colleagues when he undertook to guide their 
deliberations ; be assumed responsibility. If we glance 
at Biblical history, we shall find many examples of 
answering calls. Perhaps the first is that which came 
to Abraham when God called him away from the land 
of his fathers, away from the idolatrous surroundings of 
his home, to journey to a new country, there to preach 

the existence of one God, Creator of Heaven and earth. 
The task was beset with many difficulties, but Abrabam 
undertook the responsibility, and he comes down to us 
in the pages of the Bible as one of the noblest and most 
dignified figures in history. 

To Jacob, too, a call came. When he lay asleep 
with his head pillowed upon a lump of stone, he saw the 
famous vision of the ladder reaching up to Heaven with 
angels ascending and descending. Hitherto he had been 
a soft and coddled creature, spoilt by his mother, un- 
experienced, easily led. Now he was to face the stern 
battles of life, sustained by the knowledge that though, 
like his grandfather, he had been forced to break with 
family ties, he was not alone. God was with him, and 
as the angels of his prayers ascended into Heaven, so .
